First Installment of a Diary of a 47,000 


Mile Journey.

Wednesday—Yes, I am in Cairo, at the Na- 
tional hotel, which is a rather cheeriess hotel 
end not one in which I would care to remain 
any length of time. it all seems natural, just 
gp I had expected it: Alexandria, the Delta, 
the. camels, first glimpse of the pyramids, 
and this big city, a strange conglomeration 
of the old and new; it is all crowded, highly 
colored, beautiful, dirty, sweet, malodorous, 
sew, and ancient, but not to be seen without 
time and money. I propose to make the 
best of whet I have of these two commodi- 
ties, and it is going to be great fun. 

I have been in. this ancient town of Cairo 
only a few hours, and yet it seems like an 
old friend, and this notwithstanding the fact 
that when | awoke this morning I was still 
-gboard the really beautiful ship Heliopolis. 
A strong and rather sharply cold wind was 
blowing down the sea and it was with con- 


iteelf alongside the landing stage. 

lat once checked my baggage through to 
Cairo; shaking off during the meantime at 
least a thousand would-be guides, but finally 
yielded to the clutches of one who had a 
personality which I could not resist. With 
him I sailed away in a cab through crowded 
streets, swarming with humanity inexorably 
mixed up with carts, donkeys, camels, and 
dirt, down through long, narrow, lanelike 
streets out toward the open country. beyond 
which I made my. first. acquaintance with 
ancient Egypt, Pommpey's pillar, a great and 
graceful) and noble granite shaft which rises 
nearly ninety feet, with some rather in- 
teresting Roman ruins all about. In spite 
of its name the pillar was not erected by 
Pompey, it seems, but is purely Egyptian in 
character, though it may have beep used 
by some Roman emperor. 


Tombs of Second Century. 

About fifteen minutes beyond and stil! fur- 
ther in the country I encountered the chief 
treasure of Alexandria, a second century, A. 
D., ‘burial place. ‘the tombs are ail] far 
beneath the ground, reached by well made 
Stairways, and the carvings are beautiful 
ng ad of aR an apd G reco-Roman 

We left Alexandria at 11 o'clock and made 
the 140 miles to Cairo in three hours and a 
half. The impression is alréady strong with 
me that Egypt is no place for a poor man, 
Uniess, indeed, he paint his face with wal- 
nut stain, wear .a fez and baggy rags, and 
take to begging. 

The train proceeds across the apparently 
interminably -level plain, under high culti- 
vation, and the ride tself was extremely 
interesting. On the way we were offered fine 
tangerines and blood oranges, which were 
eagerly purchased by the passengers at, pre- 
sumably, exorbitant rates. 


Country Swarms with People. 

The whole country seems to teem with life; 
people, people everywhere swarming; people 
of every color of skin and every conceivable 
kind of costume, those with long flowing 
robes of white or black or blue predom- 
inating. —Occasionally we met peculiarly 
costumed figures which are, presumably, 
women. Their face is closely veiled, prob- 
ably not without reason. 

The interisity of the cultivation was every- 
Where apparent. Not only is every available 
inch of ground cultivated, but nothing seems 
to goto waste. In many places we saw them 
gathering the stubb# of last year’s cotton, 
carrying it off in great bundles to be used 
4s firewood. This cotton stubble, by the 
way, seems to be much larger and ranker 
than that of the cotton in the southern United 
States. And then we passed by great green 
fields of: alfalfa and clover and sugar cane. 
Here and there were little Arab villages, the 
email houses crowned by dome shaped roofs, 
and of a dull gray color; here and there big 
cotton warehouses, with cotton gins, over 
many canals. al] forming part of an intricate 
network of the water communication of the 
Delta. 

Then we crossed a branch of the Nile over 
& big iron bridge, and shortly after 2 o'clock 
we begin to make out in the distance some 
of the hillls which close in the Nile valley; 
& little bit later mosques of the city itself 

may be distinguished; and then best, and 
most precious of all, the dim outlines of the 

pyramids. 
In Cairo at Last. 

And that moment today, when I first beheld 
these wonders of the world, marked an epoch 
ip my life, which it does, I presume, in the life 
of all that behold them for the first time. 
Gardens -and evidences of luxury are on all 
sides, and before we are aware Of it we have 

drawn up in the insignificant train shed of 

Cairo itself. 

At once we are beset and bedeviled by the 

. army of men whose business it is to 

Make life a burden for every newcomer. 
Like leeches they must be picked off and 
thrown away one by one, so numerous are 
these venders of newspapers, post cards, etc., 
to say nothing of the would-be guides, hotel 
runners, and the army of Cook. etc. 

I finally got through the line—just how Ido 
mot remember. I entered the hotel bus, and 
& drive of ten minutes brought me to this 
hotel. 

I have seen precious little of Cairo. .My 
impression is that there are really two cities 

: @ modern Paris, with broad, beautiful 
streets and a gay, luxuriant life on the one 
Nand, and the old Cairo far back from the 
Miver, with its haunts and hovels and

But you can get her 


Manchester’s Capture of 
Trade Through $85,- 
000,000 Waterway. 


SAME CHANCE IS OURS. 


World Now Pays Tribute to the 
English Port Which Once 
Lacked Even Local 
Advantages. 


BY HOYT KING. 

The foresight and energy of the merchants 
of Manchester is worthy of the profound 
study of our Chicago boosters. Manchester 
saved itself from decay by building an $85,- 
000,000 cunal to make itself a seaport. This 
was purely a commercial proposition. 

Chicago preserved the health of its citizens 
by building a $56,000,000 system of water- 
ways, which are the peer of any artificial 
system of waterways in the world. But Chi- 
cago, unlike Manchester, has neglected the 
incidental but highly important commercial 
feature of its waterway systeni. This is not 
from lack of energy or foresight on the part 
of the peuple of Chicagyu, but because we are 
a busy people, and we live in @ city about 
the age of its oldest inhabitant. We work 
out In years what others have worked out in 
centuries. And we have just begun to think 
waterways. 

Perhaps Chicago people who do not know 
the full value of their asset in the sanitary 
canal will realize it better wheu they know 
it equals in leiigth, depth, and breadth, and 
general construction the Manchester canal 
of England. It has (his differenve—it was 
built fur sanitation, and hae no equipment 
for the handling of merchaidise. 

Derives Revenue from Tolls. 

Of -Manchester’s §380,0UU,vUU spent 1) con- 
struction, many mMiltliens were devoted tu 
quays, warehouses, freight handling Ma- 
chinery, and railroad tracks, and ai! those 
applianves and buildings for tandilug and 
carrying of merchandise and freight of every 
kind from every~purt in the wurid. lt derives 
its revenue from tolls, which the sanitary 
canal cannot exact—Dbeing a free aaviguole 
waterway. But the people owu all ine duvk- 
age on the sanitary canal and cau ovn(rol al! 
freight passing across the dock. 

The Manchester Ship Canal company, not 
a public corporation, but a public epiritea 
corporation, owns its dockage also. It nas 
expended much effort in developing industry 
along.the canal and in Muaacbester for tie 
purpose of promoting tralfic vn the Chual 
for revenue. 

It is the creation of a great industrial com- 
munity by means of a waterwey that should 
interest Chicago. And it is the traffic rate 
that promotes or’ *éstricts. Jevelupiment of 
the industrial community. Manchester saw 
this in time to save herself, 


Show Public Spirit. 

So many worthy men of Manchester are 
entitled to credit for the conception and early 
work in promoting the cana) that names 
should be avoided. The merchants of Man- 
chester are the ones who went into their 
pockets to save their city. It is true that 
they’ foundijater they had not gone deep 
enough, and called upon the corporation of 
Manchester itself to help tv the amount of 
$25,000,000 in all. 

The bargain by which this was brought 
about made the Manchester canal quasi- 
public in that the merchant stockholders 
agreed to elect ten directors, one to be chair- 
man. and gave the city of Manchester cleven 
directors. 

This board of twenty-one directors runs 
the canal, pays the interest on the entire in- 
debtedness, and the company is now in sight 
of a dividend. As they pay off the loan the 
city’s representation will be reduced unti] 
only two of the city’s souncilore will ve di- 
rectors. 

Comparison of Two Canals. 

The Manchester canal is a comparatively 
modern improvement—little older than the 
sanitary canal. The comparison of age is 
given by the following dates:

Lts textile business before the build- 
ing of the ship canal amounted to 1,500,000 
tons of manufactured godds yearly, about 
two-thirds of it going to foreign ports. 


Manchester Meets Crisis. 

About the year 1875 by reasory of the de- 
velopment of the port of Liverpool, the traffic 
situation in Manchester became intense and 
a business depression seized the community.

TWINS AMONG HER VICTIMS, 


Mother Fears Ill Health; Four Other 
Children Escape. 


Mrs. Marie Handzell, 2840 Sawyer avenue, 
killed three of her children, including twins, 
and took her own life early yesterday morn- 
ing. P She did it because the burden of living 
under continual stress of pain had caused 
her thread of reason to snap. At least, such 
was the cause ascribed by relatives and 
police of the Lawndale station, following 
an investigation of the quadruple tragedy. 

The deed apparently was carefully planned 
by the woman and almost resulted in the 
death of Joseph Handzell, the father of the 
famfly, who is a furniture maker, and four 
other children, who were made slightly ill. 
Mrs. Handzell achieved her end by locking 
the children and herself in the bathroom of 
the brick cottage occupied by the family, and 
turning on the gas. She even took the trou- 
ble to improvise a bed on which to lie while 
dying. James and Laddie, the twins, she 
placed in the bathtub, and Joseph, 4 years 
old, she took in her arms. 

Weeps as End Approaches. 

The little bodies were found dressed in 
clean night clothing and with their faces 
washed and hair neatly combed. It was evi- 
dent that } aia the children were living the 
previous eVening the mother had prepared 
them for death. Tear stains on the cheeks 
of the mother bore testimony that she had 
wept over the children while fondling them 
with mother love for the last time. Mrs. 
Handzell, who was 38 years old, was said by 
neighbors te have lived practically for the 
sake of her children since last February, 
when she left a hospital after an uperation 
which had failed to relieve her from suffer- 
ing. 

Several days ago, according to neighbors, 
Mrs. Handzell said that if the pains in her 
head didn’t stop she,belleved she would go 
crazy. Aside from general complaints, the 
members of the family were without an ink- 
ling of the end the woman was preparing for 
herself and the children. 


Father Saves Others. 

Saturday evening the Handzells painted 
their kitchen. The husband and father re- 
tired to bed, leaving the rest of the family 
awake. About 3 o'clock in the morning 
he awoke, breathing heavily and feeling as 
though there were a great weight on his 
vbreast. He recognized the influence ot gas 
and by the exertion of his utmost strength 
threw himeelf from the bed and went in 
search of his children. In one bedroom, 
sleeping in gas laden atmosphere, he found 
Martha, 15 years; Olga, 12 years; John, 9 
years, and Charles, 7 years. 

Hanadze!ll roused Martha and _ inquired 
whether she knew where the gas was escap- 
lng from. She eaid she did not, and Hand- 
well called loudly and groped ip tue dark 
house for his wite and the other chiidren. 
He went @® the Kitchen and thence to the 
bathroom. 

The door was locked and gas was pouring 
from the crevices around it. Handzel! broke 
duwn the door and staggered betore the chok- 
ing outrush of gas. 


Finds Bodies in Bathroom. 

In the gray dawnlight which filtered 
through the window of the bathroom Hand- 
zell saw his wife lying stretched upon a 
pallet at the side of the bathtub with the 
motionless body of Joseph in her arms and 
holding the end of a rubber tube in her 
mouth. In the bathtub,. wrapped in a quik, 
were the bodies of the twins. 

Frantic with anxiety anu unwilling to be- 
lieve that they were dead, Handzeii carried 
the bodies to the kitchen and caiied the 
neighbors. When it became apparent that 
life was extinct in all four cases, the police 
were notified. An inquest will be held this 
morning. 

The act of Mrs. Handzell was almost 
similar in detail of execution to that of 
Mrs. Emma Michel, 600 Osgood street, who 
killed herself and two children by gas on 
Sunday morning, Aug. 1. 


Unidentified Body Found. 

“If found please turn my body over to the 
Rush Medical college. Nofriends. Albert W. 
3urkhart.”’ 

This note, indicating despondency that is 
supposed to have caused suicide, was found 
in the pocket of the body of a man taken froin 

the lake in the morning at the foot of South 
Water street. There was nothing of value 
on the body, which had evidently been in 
the water about a week, and the only mark 
of identification besides the signature to the 
note were the initials ‘A. W. B.,’’ a laundry 
mark on his collar. 

The police found no indication of foul play. 

An unidentified man, well dressed, whose 
name is believed to be W. J. Madory, com- 
mitted suicide by leaping in front of a 
Chicago,. Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad 
train on the Pennsylvania railroad tracks 
north of Oakley avenue. His head was sev- 
ered and he died instantly. 

A notebook with the name “‘ W. J. Madory, 
202 Forquer street,’’ was found in the cloth- 
ing. A Hibernian bank envelope, with the 
name of “W. Maday ” and a receipt for $16, 
were also found.

G. Skinner, 
president of the Skinnér & Skinner company, 
automobile dealers at 1425 Michigan avenue. 
He had told his employer his domestic trou- 
bles and Mre Skinner had agreed to furnish 


an automobile and go with him on an ex- 


pedition to get possession of the baby Satur- 
day morning. Mrs. Skinner also accom- 
panied them. 


Arrive at Niles in Auto. 

Early in the. morning the Skinners and 
Mayo arrived in an automobile at Niles. Mrs. 
Skinner went as a scout to find out how the 
land lay. She sought out the summer home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Brenton, where Mrs. Mayo 
and the child are living. From a neighbor 
she learned that Mr. and Mrs. Brenton and 
Mrs. Mayo had gone out for a walk. 

Mrs. Skinner approached closer to _ the 
house, and further investigation showed that 
the child was there. Besides it, no one was 
in the house, save the aged grandmother. 

Mrs. Skinner went back to where her hus- 
band and Mayo awaited in the auto and all 
three drove up to the Brenton house. . The 
men alighted and entered. The visitors asked 
if the folks were at home, and learning they 
were not, asked for a glass of water. 

The baby lay on a bed nearby. The aged 
woman on guard, almost blind, and almost 
deaf. didn’t suspect harm in the call of the 


strangers. 


Baby Taken and Hidden.

As she disappeared 
through the door into @nother part of the 
house Mayo, as quickly as any stage villain 
ever did it, grasped the sleeping babe and 
hurried it to the automobile, where he secret- 
ed it in a rug. He then went back into the 
house and calmly drank the water whfch 
Mrs. Hughes by this time had brought. Then 
he departed. 

Half an hour later Mrs. Hughes, finding 
the baby missing, gave the alarm.

Arrested as Abductors.

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ADMITS SHE PLAYED TRUANT 


Family in Whose House She Hides En- 
deavors to Conceal Her, 


Marguerite Haley, who disappeared Thurs- 
day night from a boarding school at Oak 
Bank, on the west shore of Lake Geneva, | 
was found last evening hidden in the home of 
a well digger at Wiliams Bay. 

The missing girl, who is 12 years old, was 
discovered after an all day search by a 
reporter for Tas Trigunse and H. W. King 
of the Mooney & Boland detective agency of 
Chicago. She said she left the school be- 
cause she did not like the regulations and 
discipline imposed by Miss Mary L. Fellows, 
the principal, and because she had conceived 
a dislike for Mrs. M. A. Ahrens, Miss Fel- 
lows’ mother. 

The girl showed no emotion over the al- 
most’ country wide search which had been 
made for her for three days and said she was 
in the house where she was found because 
she had asked for secret shelter there until 
she could get means to go to her father, H. A. 
Haley, in Norfolk, Neb. 

“I planned the running away al] myself,” 
she said, smiling. ‘“‘I told no one I was go- 
ing except my stepsister, Beatrice Winder. 
I told her a week ago that I was going to 
leave the school because I could not stand 
it any longer.”’ ‘ 


Efforts to Thwart Searchers. 

The girl was found at the home of 8B. C. 
Sheldon, an isolated cottage across the tracks 
from the Northwestern depot in Williams 
Bay. Early in the afternoon Mrs. Sheldon 
was questioned concerning the girl, but as- 
serted stoutly that she had not seen her. 
She said there had been a child at her house 
last Thursday evening answering Margue- 
rite’s description. 

* But I did not see her,”. the woman said. 
‘My son Clyde, who is a pilot on one of 
the lake launches, saw her. She told Clyde 
she had missed a train to Chicago and that 
was all I didn’t ask Clyde where she 
went.” 

Clyde Sheldon, 25 years old, was found 
aboard one of the Steam passenger launches 
which put in at Williams Bay later in the 
afternoon. ‘ 

“What became of the girl, Marguerite 
Haley, who staid at your home last Thursday 
night?” he was’ asked. : 

‘* I did not see her,”’ hereplied. ‘“ I was not 
at home and she left the next morning, my 
mother told me when I returned home from 
my next trip. I guess she took a train for. 
Chicago or some place.” 


Trapped by a Telegram. 

To learn if the child was still at the Shel- 
don home, a telegram which was received 
at Williams Bay for her from her father, 
was sent to the Sheldon house. Mrs. Shel- 
don signed for the message and a few min- 
utes later the detective and the reporter for 
THE TRIBUNE, called a@ second time at her 
home. 

‘We came after Marguerite Haley,”’ she 
was tojd. 

The woman looked at the open telegram 
which she was holding in her hand, looked 
back up the staircase, where a rustling nolse 
could be heard, and said uncertainly: 

“Well, she is here. Come in and I will 
call her. Marguerite,” she called up the 
stalrway. ; 

In a moment Marguerite came bounding 
cdown the steps, smiling. 

“O, am I to be arrested!” she said. “I 
haven't done anything. I just want to go to 
Yes, I have been here ever since 

eft Miss Fellows’ Thursday afternoon 
and I have had nothing but the best of treat- 
ment here. I begged Mrs. Sheldon to let 
me ttay until I could hear from my father 
and not to tell any one I was here. She 
must not get into trouble. 


Planned It All Herself. 

‘Sure. I planned all this myself. I took 
$5 from Miss Fellows’ room and intended to 
pay it back as soon as I could. I intended 
to go to Chicago.and get money there from 
the Maxwell Wallpaper company to get to, 
my father in Nebraska. Papa used to bea 
salesman for the company. I got to the 
depot here too late Thursday evening to 
catch the last train and saw I would haveo 
wait until morning, so I came over here and 
asked to stay all night. 

‘‘Then I sent the telegram to my father 
telling him to come to me in Williams Bay 
quick. Clyde took the telegram and another 
over to Lake Geneva for me. 

‘Why dol want togotomyfather? Well, 
I just thought I would like to be with him 
for a while. I like my mother and step- 
father, of course, but mamma makes me 
stay in this school here and I don't like it, 
I told her last March that I wanted to leavs.” 


Miss Fellows Is Surprised. 

Miss Fellows was at the Williams Bay de- 
pot when the girl was found and Marguerite 
was taken to her. The principal greeted the 
child warmly. 

“T don’t want to go back to that school,” 
the girl said, her voice almost breaking, when 
Miss Fellows had turned to talk to some one 
else. “I would rather be taken to Chicago 
—any place.’ 

“TI did not know Marguerite wanted to go 
to her father.”’ Miss Fellows said. ‘‘I know 
that her father expected to be In Chicago 
some time thfs month, and I offered to go 
with her to see him. The child was given 
in custody to the mother, who placed her in 
my charge. Mr. Winder has paid all her 
expenses and those of his two boys and a 
daughter, who also are with me. Marguerite 
has always been perfectly tractable and al- 
ways lovable until this came up. That is 
what makes it so surprising to me.”

Col. Le Roy T. Steward, Mayor Busse’s 


choice for chief of police, will receive his 
Official appointment and will be sworn in at 
@ special meeting of the city council at 10 
o’clock this morning; but he will not take up 
his new duties actively until next week. 


This decision meets the wishes of the 


mayor; it is necessitated by some unfinished 
business in connection with Col. Steward's 
position as superintendent of the postoffice; 
and it' is in accord with the policy he will 
follow in taking hold of the police depart- 
ment. | 


His policy—executive in all its essentials 


will be to proceed with steady certainty 
toward the goal of perfect discipline and or- 
ganization, which he has accepted as the 


most satisfactory means of bringing the 


department to its highest point of efficiency. 


The new chief says he does not know 


enough about police business or the Chicago 
force to take action 
thorough information. So investigation and 


without obtaining 


study will constitute the greater part of hig 
work until he has a foundation of informa- 


tion upon which he can proceed with a rea- 
sonable degree of surety. 


Still Needed in Postoffice. 
His bond wil) be ready at tlie counci! meet- 


ing, but immediately after adjournment he 


will return to his office in the federal build- 
ing to handle tasks which require his famil- 


larity for completion. These principally are — 


the plans for new subpostoffices and arrange- 


ments for the delivery system under the new 


street numbering plan that goes into effect 
Sept. 1—branches of the loca! posta! business 


that have been left altogether in his hands. 


He probably will,take charge of his city 


hall office early next week, but technically 
he will remain in the service of the federal 
government another month.

Office an Executive One. 

“In view of this I do not regret that I 
may be called inexperienced or that I shall 
be compelled to be cautious until I know 
my ground. I believe I soon shall be able 
to take hold of -the reins and direct the 
department ih an executive way that will 
be satisfactory to Mayor Busse. 

“I look upon the office as an executive 
one. The title that goes with it is that of 
genera! superintendent and from the words 
-and my theory of the city’s municipal gov- 
‘ernment I shal! construe my duties to be 
those of a genera! director. I shall direct 
the work that is to be done and shal see that 

ft is done.”’ 
This statement brought Col. Steward’s 
questioners to the point of how he would 
compe! obedience_to his orders, and the an- 
gwer came in three words: . 

** Discipline and organization.”’ 

“ Efficiency comes only through organiza- 
tion.”’ he continued, ‘and by. organization 
‘I mean coéperation, codrdination, a maxi- 
mum of utility and a minimum of waste.

I mean the dis- 
cipline that brings machinelike precision— 
the ability to carry out orders implicitly 
without delay and without compromise. 


Aims to Promote Efficiency. 

“ Organization and Giscipline both are 
Becessary. A well organized force might 
be weakened by a lack of discipline and a 
‘well disciplined force might not be well or- 
ganized—but together, the two qualifications, 
i believe, will show a force that will not be 
. Subject to the criticism so often directed at 
police work. With no idle or obstructing 
cogs and all of them ‘working together 
smoothly there is the greatest possible effi- 
ciency.” 

Dropping into a more informal chat of his 
‘possibilities in his new office, Col. Steward 
was reminded that his direction of the con- 
struction of thirty substations for the post- 
‘Office might be of assistance in directing the 
construction of new police stations. He 
@greed in this, and it was pointed out that 
the designing of a new central station—a 
cherished project of the administration if the 
_ voters approve the expenditure under the 
additional bonding power recently obtained 
‘for the city—will be one: of the principal 
‘pieces of work to be considered by the new 
chief. 
: He also talked of his postoffice career and 
‘his acqudintance there with Mayor Busse 
during the two years of his ootupancy of the 
‘postmastersiip. 


Smiles at Milk Can Incident. 


“We always got along well together,” he 
Said, ‘“‘and that reminds me that some one 
who knew me at that time didn’t have that 
idea.

Men who have been closely associated with 
Col. Steward during his connection with the 
postoffice aver that he is the best man for 
the place. They say he possesses qualifica- 
tions that are bound to make for his success 
as commander of the city’s peace guardians. 
Their praise of the mayor’s choice is un- 
stinted. 

Not for the mere reason that they are glad 
to see one of their number thus honored do 
these men spontaneously express their ap- 
proval. Of course, the appointment pleases 
them as a tribute to their general efficiency 
and worth, but as plain citizens of Chicago 
they raise their voices in commendation, 
seeming honestly to believe that the new 
general superintendent of police will be to 
them a guarantor of public safety and de- 
cency.

So it is that one believes Chicago people 
ought to be genuinely encouraged. “After a 
man has weathered such a storm as has be- 
set Col. Steward in the postoffice, he surely 
is fitted to grapple with police problems. 
Yesterday THE TRIBUNE recited the main 
facts in Steward's career. Let us look closer 
at his achievements as a public servant. 
As a worker in the cause of thé public he has 
stamped his name pretty plainly on Chicago. 
There is Grant Park, for example. Steward 
startéd the movement to fill in the shallows 
east of the IlHnois Centraltracks. With Gen. 
Wheeler he labored tirelessly to bring the 
project to fruition. 


> 
Soldiers both, the most enthusiastic of I)Ii- 
nois national guardsmen, they obtained a 
grant to fill from Twelfth street to Monroe, 
with the ultimate object of building a great 
armory on the tract. Their plan compre- 
hended the erection of structures to accom- 
modate a brigade of mixed troops, with their 
animals, equipment, supplies, and workshops. 
Had this been carried to compRtion, the re- 
sult would have been a great military sta- 
tion of the highest practical value. But 
the scheme fell through. How and why, it 
matters not. Grant park, however, is a fact; 
and it is to the new chief of police, perhaps 
more than to any other man, that Chicago 
will owe the garden spot in the city’s heart. 
Then the lovely lagoons and waterways 
in Lincoln and Jackson parks, and the yacht 
harbors. Col Steward was on the commit- 
tee that planned them—hustling and bossing, 
as he is wont to do. Without him the work 
of excavation might never have been started: 

With the world’s fair Col. Steward had 
much to do. Men who were then associated 
with him say his capacity for agromplishing 
seemingly impossible tasks was limitless. 
He consistently set the pace, and it will be 
remembered that the speed of his fellow com- 
mitteemen was of high class. One who 
served with him on the information commit- 
tee likes to tell of how Steward got out the 
guide to the fair. 

Late one afternoon it was decided to issue 
the book, and to make it worthy of the White 
city. At 6 o’clock in the evening Steward 
went on the job with fourteen stenographers 
and a corps of messengers. Ina big down- 
town printing house the compositors were 
waiting for @opy. All night long Col. Stew- 
ard and the stenographers and the messen- 
gers and the compositors worked at top 
speed. At breakfast time the book was in 
type, the proofs read, and ready for the 
presses. Before noon the amazed commit- 
teemen had [n their hands completed copies 
of a big, bulky manual, chock full of in- 
formation concerning the fair and the city. 
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Compared to this Beckford’s alleged 
achievement—he is said to have written his 
eccentric oriental tale, ‘*‘ Vathek,’’ in a 
sitting of three days—tades into insignifi- 
cance. Steward’s guidebook contained three 
or four times as Many words as there are in 
Beckford’s masterpiece. There were thou- 
sands of facts in it, succinctly stated, and 
mighty few errors. 

Steward knew Chicagothen. He knows it 
better today. It has been his business, in 
the postoffice, to know intimately every nook 
and cranny of the city. Such knowledge iz 
of inestimable value to a police commander. 

It was but a few days after Charles U. 
Gordon entered office as postmaster that 
Steward became a factor in the mail service. 
Way out at Riverdale was an independent 
station of the postoffice. Civil service did 
not obtain there. Gordon seized the chance 
to get Steward into a job at once, without 
waiting to undergo the tortuous processes 
of the civil service. As clerk in charge of 
the little station Steward began his postal 
career in January, 1898. 

In April following the civil service com- 
missioners extended theig, protecting wing 
over Riverdale, and Steward came down to 
the main postoffice, where he was put in 
charge of the special delivery service. It 
wasn't much of a service in those days. De- 
liveries were made by substitute letter car- 
riers, who were not always available for the 
work. Delays were s0 common as to pass 
without comment. 

Col. Steward shook up the system until 
its bones rattled. He put on a big force 
of messengers boys, neatly uniformed and 
well trained, and lifted the number of epe- 
cial delivery pieces for local delivery from 
118.000 to more than 1,000,000 per annum. It 
took only six months to do it. 

The clase of this performance demanded 
recognition. It came in the form of promo-

The clerks and carriers didn’t like him. 
For, with’ Napoleon, Col. Steward has always 
stuck to it. that discipline makes the soldier. 
and incidentally makes good postoffice em- 
ployée. Steward, it wil] be remembered, was 
a soldier. Veteran militiamen say he was 
the best company commander the state ever 
had on.its muster rolls. At any rate, there 
are twenty-odd former members of Stew- 


_ ard’s company in the First who now hold 


high rank-in the army and national guard. 
And a lot of others who served under him 
rank high in the business world. ‘ He took 
g00d care of his men,’’ say the inspecting 
officers. That's the warmest praise that can 
be given a militia officer Few earn it. 
Military methods applied to postal work 
wrought good results ror Steward. A step 
up the ladder landed him in the office of su- 
perintendent of inquiry, which is as exact- 
ing and soul racking a position as may be 
imagined. Here he made good again; and 
it was not long until he stepped up again,

Lately he has beén trying to 
bring about a revision of street nomencla- 
ture. The way is paved, thanks to his ef- | 
forts. How great the need is for this im- | 
provement may be realized when it is known ' 
that there are 512 street names duplicated | 
within the city limits.. Thg number of cases 
of delayed mail! resulting from this condition 
is beyond conjecture.

Since Col. Steward began to boss the de- 
livery service, twenty-odd additional! carrier 
Stations have been establisned, and al! of the 
old postal stations, except three, have been 
rebuilt, remodeled, or removed. He has 
added to the comfort and health of station 
employés by abolishing ‘‘swing’’ (or lunch 
and recreation rooms) from the basements. | 

Formerly there was an enormous amount 
of “ lost motion’’ and wasted time at sta- 
tions. Steward cut out antiquated methods, 
arranged the work sequentially, and got 
things moving smoothly and rapidly on even 
planes. In person he goes over station ter- 
ritory, seeing things for himself, and mak- 
ing needed changes and improvments on 
the spot. 

Red tape frequently binds postal superin- 
tendegts in its toils. Steward is a stickler 
for form, too, But he has torn loose count- 
jess snaris in his time. Occasionally he has 
bumped into snags and emerged the worse 
for wear. He is a good fighter, plucky, and 
persistent, and he comes up smiling and un- 
ruffied, no matter how hard the jolt. 

“ Obey orders”’ is his watchword. Obedi- 
ence, loyalty, and truthfulness, the virtues 
of the soldier, Steward believes to be essen- 
tials to success in the postoffice and, no 
doubt, on the police force. The man who 
disobeys his order is not at all likely to re- 
peat his offense. Opportunities for so doing 
probably will be lacking. 

The ‘‘military idea” possesses Steward 
through his course of action. He takes up 
a new line of endeavor in just the same way 
that a general begins a campaign. If he is 
on the offensive, his scouts and skirmishers 
are thrown out, the main force is suitably 
disposed, and there is an ample _ reserve. 
When on the defensive, he never fails to post 
an adequate guard. Up to date he has not 
been caught off the alert. 


A good postoffice , @ thorough soldier, 
a scholar, and artist of&fno mean attainments 
Steward has few vices. He might take a 
drink; on special occasions possibly two, but 
that is about as far as he g0es in his devo- 
tions to Bacchus. He writes poetry, but not 
to shameful excess. 

In smoking, however, he is a hardened of- 
fender. Plenty of cigars and his pipe—that’s 
his idea of perfect happiness. The other 
morning he strolled over in Jackson park 
before he came downtown. Ina moment of 
abstraction he laid his pipe on a bench and 
walked away without it. Two minutes after 
he opened his desk he reached for the briar 
and, a “es a it was lost, emitted a 
roar that shook the feder 
eB oon al building to its 

But he’s lucky, is the new chief. He dis- 
patched a clerk to the park, and in an hour 
the pipe was found and returned to its de- 
spairing owner. Lucky, yes. Last week he 
ventured into the wilds of Waukegan, where 
he was aljlured by a tobacconist’s slot ma- 
chine. He didn't know how to work the con- 
traption, but somebody showed him, and he 
allowed he'd drop a nickel for luck. Forty 
nicKels dropped out in return. If you don't 
believe it, ask*him. He has those nickels in 
a bag in his desk and displays them with 
great glee. 

Wonderfully quick intuition sometimes has 
got him into embarrassing situations. Women 
complainants don't like him; he knows what 
they are about to say, and takes the words 
out of their mouths, leaving them no chance 
to relieve the burden of their minds. Quick 
in movement and thinking, likewise quick in 
grasping involved propositions; marvelous as 
to memory, Steward reminds one of Macau- 
lay in his capacity for reading and remem- 
bering. , . 

Handsome, with the polished, graceful 
manners of a French courtier; gentle and 
courageous; quick tempered and yet not rasn 
or impulsive; a grand hater and a good lover; 
witty and amusing in conversation, with re- 
partee as keen as a rapier—that’s Steward. 

A quker fad rules him. _ He designs his own 
wearing apparel. His trousers are a modi- 
fication of the * broadfall ”’ type; his waist- 
coats are of rakish cut, but always of modest 
pattern, and his coats—well, they fit as your 
new one did at the tailor’s, but doesn’t today 
at home or on the street. Flowing ties, By- 
ronic collars, and soft bosomed shirts evince 
his artistic temperament, as well as a desire 
for comfort. 


~~ 

Col. Steward’s worst fault—hf only rea! 
fault—is his distressing candor. He expresses 
his views so frankly as sometimes to dismay 
his auditors. In little matters he is diplomatic 
enough. Indeed, upon some occasions he has 
been known to display that same quality 
of finesse which takes a trick with an eight 
spot. 

But in real business—in propositions of 
weight—well, now, did you ever talk to 
Mayor Busse?, Yes? Then you know why 
Steward is the new chief. His “yes” or 
“no” are the same as the mayor’s—you 
can talk and plead and argue and pray and 
beg and threaten, but you can't make either 
one of them change his decision. 

If General Superintendent of Police Stew. 
ard loses his job at any time before he is. 
ready to relinquish it there will be a place 
open to him. A place, too, that is hard to 
fill these days. That's a baseball umpire. 

Steward knows the game he plays, and 
plays fair. And he is on the square. Can 
one pay any man a nobler tribute? Yes: he’s 
on the square, and he will make good or make 
way. The alternative is not probable.

into a mass, he threw them into the face of 
Miss Healy, the stenographer, who then was 
the nearest person on whom he could vent 
his wrath. 

Then, it is asserted, Werneke became 
abusive to Atwell and was swearing at him 
when the Japanese student entered to ob- 
tain information for one of the patrons of the 
tea garden. Werneke, it is said, then threat- 
ened to attack the slightly built Fijimura, 
Werneke’s talk attracted a large crowd into 
the office of the park. 


Knife Drawn by Waiter. 

Fijimura, to defend himself from a second 
attack, drew a knife. This stopped the rush 
of Werneke and a few minutes later he was 
arrested on a warrant sworn out by Atwell 
before Justice Henry Schumacker. Werneke 
in. turn caused the arrest of Fijimura, who 
later was released on bonds furnished by At- 
well. 

Werneke could not be found to tell his side 
of the story, but efforts to gain knowledge 
of the affair from the police met with a re- 
buff. Sergeant Peglow, who booked his su- 
perior officer, declared he knew nothing of 
the arrest, but said details of the affair would 
be disclosed in court tomorrow.

Everybody Able to Get Any Sort 
of Amusement They Want. 


SALOONS ARE WIDE OPEN. 


Ball Game and Board Walk Shows 
Entertain 250,000 Persons. 


/ Atlantic City, N. J., Aug. 15.—[Special.)— 
Somebody made away with Atlantic City’s 
lid today. At least the ‘* squelcher,’’ much 
desired by those who started in to close down 
the resort on Sunday, did not appear, and 
the city entertained a happy crowd of over 


a quarter of a millon persons with every 
sort of amusement and pastime. 

The preachers engaged in the reform cru- 
sade thundered forth from their pulpits, con- 
demning the open saloons, while extra forces 
of bartenders handed out stacks of booze to 
all comers with the price, and the detectives 
hunting more evidence against the violators 
of the state laws were hardly noticed by the 
managers. 

The ball game at Inlet park went on 
blithely before a record crowd of 5,000 fans, 
who attended with the hope that there might 
be some attempt to stop the game, and the 
usual beach front amusements were added 
to the pleasures of bathing, although the 
police kept a stern hand on some of the more 
daring who had shown signs of using the 
general excitement over reform to open up 
their noisy antusements. 

*“*I have not changed my mind In the least 
concerning the manner in which I believe my 
department should act,”’ declared Chief of 
Police Woodruff, when questioned as to 
whether he had any idea of carrying out the 
demands of the crusgders for closing down 
both saloons and amusements. ‘I believe 
my real] duty is allowing Atlantic City the 
same liberty it has enjoyed for years, and if 
I am wrong, somebody will have to show 
me.”’

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Many business men of Gary, Ind., are not 
pleased with .the new régime which leaves 
the steel city “dry ” until May 10, 1910, and 
are seeking some way to circumvent the 
Devel remonstrance; which prohibits legal- 


ized saloons. 

The merchants and real estate men who 
dedlare that business has suffered since the 
reform wave of two weeks ago wiped out 
the “blind pigs"’ predict bankruptcy to 
many concerns unless the Anti-Saloon league 
consents to a Jimited number of licensed 
saloons. Trade has been diverted to other 
towns which would have been given to Gary 
merchants, they say, if saloons could be 
kept open. 

Dozens of men who have commercial in- 
terests in Gary signed a petition yesterday 
asking that a few well regulated saloons be 
permitted to open and a delegation appealed 
to the Lake county commissioners. ° 

The anti-saloon forces, however, have been 
loath to indicate any intention of yielding 
and the county commissioners have sought 
legal advice only to find that licenses issued 
while the Deuel remonstrance is in force 
would afford no protection to saloonkeepers. 
Thg commissioners prefer to take. no ac- 
tion until the case pending in the courts of 
Lake county attacking the validity of the 
remonstrance is decided. It is expected that 
the case will be heard at the Beptember term 
of the Circuit court. 


Glad the Dives Are Gone. 

The merchants who were asking that sa- 
loons be licensed have no desire for the return 
of the “blind pig’’ system and express no 
regret that the unlicensed saloons, gambling 
houses and immoral resorts have been wiped 
out and pledge themselves to assist in keep- 
ing a closed town while they' are asking for 
open saloons. ; 

“We want saloons, well regulated saloons, 
because they will help business,” said John 
A. Brennan, druggist. ‘“That is the whole sit- 
uation.’ 

“The merchants and business men are the 
-yictims of the dry conditions of the town,” 
said Joseph Steiner. ““Things are worse since 
the saloons were closed than before. If this 
thing continves for six or eight months it 
will lead to the bankruptcy of many mer- 
chants.” 

“Laborers now go to other towns to get 
their checks cashed,” s@iq.H. H. Highlands, 
president of the retail grocers’ association. 
‘South Chicago vanks ¢ashed no less than 
$40,000 of Gary checks following the last pay 
day.”

O’Donnell, proprietor of one o. the largest 
clothing stores in Gary. “I cannot say that 
it makes much difference in my business.” 


‘~ Sign Petition, Advises Knott. 

‘Every business man who has the inter- 
ests of Gary at heart should sign this peti- 
tion,” said T. E. Knott, president of the 
town board. “I would like to see licensed 
saloons in Gary. If anybody thinks it is easy 
to regulate the other kind I would like to see 
him try it. People will tind some way of 
evading the law.”’ 

‘Even now I do not doubt that there are 
places in Gary where liquor is sold, said 
W. F. Hodges, prosecuting attorney. “It 
is impossible to stop all of them. I do npt 
see that anything can be done, however.’ 

“Let the law be enforced,” said the Rev. 
George Deuel, local representative of the 
anti-saloon league. ‘‘ We have done our 
work and are willing to let it goatthat. I 
have no desire to enter the controversy again, 
but if there were no remonstrance I would 
work for ene.”’ 

‘Ido not see how Gary’ can have saloons 
unless the remonstrance ig overthrown in 
court,”” said Oscar Crinble, county commis- 
sioner. “If the anti-saloon league woukd 
consent, we might issue licenses, but they 
would be worthless. But we could not limit 
the number.

American cities are pronounced twenty-five 
years behind progressive Germany in a bub 
letin issued today by 
the committee on con- 
zestion of population 
in New Yonrk. The 
worst evils of insan- 
itary, immoral, and 
crowded housing are to be found, according 
fo the bulletin, in New York, with Chicago 
a close and gaining second, and Philadelphia, 
St. Louis, and Cleveland following in the 
order named. 

The pressure of population on the land, it 
was found, could best be studied in specific 
instances, block by block, not ward by ward, 
or by tables of average density for the whole 
city, since such include streets and open 
spaces in the acreage on which the averages 
are founded. Thus, though the average den- 
sity of pepulation tn Chicago is only 21.00 per 
sons to the acre, the Nineteenth ward has 
a density of 93.76 to the acre, the Sixteenth 
101.11, the Seventeenth 107.38, and single 
blocks by the score run as high as 150, with 
two that reach 200. The most crowded block 
in New York had a density in 1901 of slightly 
under 400. ‘ . 

Philadelphia has less congestion to the 
acre. because there are fewer five and six 
story tenements, but in one block there were 
found 104 single room “ housekeeping apart- 
ments,’’ in five of which seven persons of ail 
ages and both sexes slept and cooked, six 
of which had six occupants each, thirteen 
five each. and twenty-seven four each. Thy 
bulletin comments: ‘‘ To call such a habita- 
tion a home is a mockery. There is no home 
life and no privacy possible.”

Man Deserts His Family After Spend- 
ing the Rent Money. 


John Fitzgerald, 18 months old, dled yes- 
terday at the Jackson Park sanitarium, of 
Starvation and his mother, Mrs. Mary Fitz- 
gerald, 5023 Center avenue, is ill from the 
same cause. 

Three other children all ill. from lack of 
food, passed last night in the care of the 
Woodlawn .police and today wil! be taken 
to the Juvenile home. These children are 
Helen, 10 years old; Lillian, 8 years old, 
and Irene, 4 years old. 

Mrs. Fitzgerald and her family were de- 
sérted by her husband, Charles Fitzgerald, 
June 10. For the last few weeks the family 
has had nothing to live on except what was 
contributed by neighbors, or obtained by 
pawning articles from the home, which al- 
ready had been nearly stripped of its fur- 
nishings and sold to obtain food. 

Several days ago the baby became so ill 
the mother took it to the sanitarium, but 
it was too late. A nurse saw that the baby 
was dying and the mother was summoned. 
The child died in her arms while the Rev. 
D. F McGuire, of the Church of the Visit- 
ation, Garfield boulevard and Peoria street, 
was giving it the final sacrament. 


Police Aid Children. 

Mrs. Fitzgerald and the body of the baby 
were taken to the little home, and the sani- 
tarium attendants called the attention of the 
Woodlawn police to the other children, who 
were cared for and fed by the policemen. . 

Mrs. Fitzgerald's neighbors, most of them 
poor, collected $12 to aid her in burying the 
baby properly, and the Rev. Mr. McGuire 
said he would see that the child was proper- 
ly buried. Dr. Emma M. Moore, one of the 
physicians at the sanitarium, said the child 
died of starvation, and that unless prompt 
measures are taken some of the other chil- 
dren will die from the same cause. 

Mrs. Fitzgerald's troubles with her husband 
extend back over a period of many months, 
She said he left their home frequently and 
worked but little. She worked when she 
was able, but lack of food and the care of the 
children weakened her until of late she has 
not been able to do anything outside her 
home. 

Husband Spends Money. 

When their rent was several months past 
due and they were threatened with eviction 
she pawned part of the household goods and 
obtained $20. Her husband had been work- 
ing and had $12 as his wages. She gave him 
the $20 to add to what he had, and he left to 
pay the rent. Instead he spent the money 
and did not return. Mrs. Fitzgerald's pleas 
proved effective with her landlord anu she 
and her children were not ejected. 

Fitzgerald was arrested July 14 and was 
arraigned the next day in the Englewood 
Municipal court. There he was discharged. 
Mrs. Fitagerald says the judge said it would 
do her no good to have her husband sent to 
the bridewell, and that if he was permitted 
to remain at liberty he might contribute to 
her support. His case was continued then 
to Sept. 2, and Fitzgerald again disappeared.

FAIL TO HEED WARNINGS. 


Companion of the Victims Narrowly 
Escapes; Faints When Rescued, 


DROWNINGS OF THE YEAR..............685 
Two men Jost their lives im the Desplaines 
river at Lyons yesterday afternoon while 
400 persons stood on a nearby bridge and 
were unable to go to their assistance. A 
third man narrowly escaped a similar fate. 

The three men were rowing in a boat above 
the Hoffman Park dam, and while drifting 
down stream shouted to the crowd on the 
bank that they wefe going to go over the 
dam. Several warned them that they would 
be drowned. Despite the warning the men, 
who had only one smal! paddle, made direct 
for the dam, where their boat was over- 
turned and the men swept away. 

The victims were Patrick White, steam 
fitter, employed at Argo, Ill., and John Mc- 
Gann, steam fitter, employed at Argo. 

The third member of the party, who 
escaped, was Richard Redington, a coach- 
man, employed by H. Snell, Berwyn. 


Craft Drops Fifteen Feet. 

As the boat reached the dam it wavered for 
an instant and then plunged fifteen feet into 
the rapids below. White and McGann were 
seen for an instant after the plunge, and ther 
were swept under. Redington found a foot 
ing on a sandbar immediately below the dam, 
and, in spite of the swift current, worked his 
way toward shore : 

When within a few feet of the bank help 
reached him and he fainted on the rocky 
bank of the island: The boat, which was 
@ light wooden craft, wae shattered by the 
plunge. At a late hour last night the bodies 
of the drowned men had not been recovered. 


Swimmer Drowns in Lake.

STORM HITS CROWD ON PIER 


Many Caught.by Squall Follow- 
ing Excessively Hot Day. 


BOATS RECEIVE WARNIMNIH. 


Yachts Escape but Excursionists Wit- 
ness Great Electrical Display. 


More than 200 men, women, and children 
were caught on the government pier last 
nigbt in a storm which came suddenly off 
the lake after the excessively hot day.

More than twenty persons were injured 
last night when members of the Fourth 
regiment of the Polish Sharpshooters, an in- 
dependent orgunization, charged a crowd of 
men, women, and chikiren with their bayo- 
mets in front of 69 Cleaver street. ‘Ihe cap- 
tain of the company, it is asserted, struck 
a boy with his sword and the child's relatives 


then charged into the throng. Several of 
the soldiers sustained cuts and bruises.

Five Soldiers Arrested. 

Five members of the sharpshooters were 
arrested by policemen who hurried to the 
scene in response to a riot call sent to the 
Rawson street station by a citizen. The 
prisoners gave their names as Thomas Mach- 
niak, Michael Jaskouwa, Stanley Zybort, and 
Joseph Wawack. Charges of assault were 
made against each. 

The trouble started when the captain of the 
company, whose identity is unknown to the 
police, struck the Lubrinski boy on the legs 
with his sword because he would not get out 
of the way. The company of soldiers was 
surrounded and an explanation of the offi- 
cer’s conduct was demanded by the angry 
people. 

Mrs. Lubrinsk!i picked up a stick and at- 
tacked the men. Then the crowd surged 
in on the soldiers. The captain ordered his 
company, which consisted of about twenty 
men, to eharge the crowd with their bayo- 
nets, which they did. 


AVERTS TROUBLE AT CHURCH 
WHERE POLICE FEARED RIOT. 


Attitude of Archbishop Brings Peace 
to Dissatisfied Congregation of Polish 
Catholics. 


The threatened outbreak among dissatis- 
fied parishioners of St. Joseph's Polish Cath- 
oc church, Forty-eighth street and Hermi- 
tage avenue, did not materialize yesterday, 
and it is*now believed that Archbishop Quig- 
ley will succeed in restoring peace in the con- 
gregation. 

Leaders in the movement to oust the Rev. 
Father Michael C. Pyplatz had openly 
boasted that they would repeat their riot of 
six weeks ago and again interfere with the 
high mass as they did Sunday of last week, 
but the police’ were prepared for trouble, 
The absence of the Rev. Father Pyplatz from 
the principal service also helped the peaceful 
situation. 

Inspector Clancy and Capt. Plunkett took 
charge of eighteen plain clothes men scat- 
tered through the congregation, and the en- 
tire reserve forces from Englewood, Stock- 
yards, and Brighton Park stations, as well 
as the extra men from New City station, were 
assembled two squares distant from. the 
church, ready for action at an instants no- 
tice, 

During the last week a committee of in- 
fluential parishioners called upon Archbishop 
Quigley, and while he made them no prom- 
ises they: departed under the impression that 
everything would soon be satisfactorily ad- 
justed. 

The Rev. Father Pyplatz conducted the 
earlier services without interference, the 
same as last Sunday, but the police feared 
trouble at the 11 o'clock mass. The com- 
manding officers felt relieved when the Rev. 
Father Pyplatz failed to appear in the pulpit 
at the principal service. The curate, the 
Rev. Father Rabakoski, who originally came 
to St. Joseph's with the Rev. Father Grud- 
ginski a year ago, after the Rev. Father 
Pyplatz started on & leave of absence, sang 
the high mass.

Labor Declares the House Defeat- 
ed Joint Resolution No, 43. 


IS RECORDED AS ADOPTED. 


Formal Protest Against Alleged Error 
in Official Volume. 


The Chicago Federation of Labor yesterday 
directed President John Fitzpatrick and the 
executive board of the labor body to make a 
protest to Secretary of State Rose against 
permitting joint resolution No. 43, published 
by the state as a part of the laws adopted 
by the last general assembly, to stand as if 
adopted 

The legislative committee of the federation 
pointed out that joint resolution No. 43 was 
reconsidered in the lower house and defeat- 
ed, and added that unless the error is correct- 
ed it would be impossible for labor to ob-' 
tain adequate employers’ liability legislation 
at the hands of future legislatures. 

Joint resolution No. 43 provided for the 
appointment of a railroad investigation com- 
mission, to which William M. Russell, sec- 
retary of the committee, said all future em- 
Ployers’ Mability bills and other labor meas- 
ures introduced in the legislature would be 
referred. 

Cites House Journal as Proof, 
The report made by Secretary Rossel! fo)- 
ows: 

“Since the final legislative report sub- 
mitted to the Chicago Federation of Labor 
and adopted July 4 your committee has 
discovered the following facts: 

‘The forty-sixth general assembly laws 
and joint resolutions recently published by 
the state contains joint resolution No. 43. 
This was the resolution designed to kill em- 
ployers’ lability laws, not only at the past 
session but in future sessions. The legis- 
lative committee's report of July 4 contained 
the statement that on June 8 the house con- 
sidered joint resolution No. 48 and noncon- 
curred in the action of the senate. 

“We submit the following abetract from 
the house journal of June 8: 

“*Mr. Naylor moved to reconsider the 
vote by which senate joint resolution No. 
43 was adopted on May 27. And the motion 
prevailed. And the vote by which joint res- 
olution No. 48 was adopted was thereupon 
deemed reconsidered. The question then be- 


it was decided in the negative. The house 
refused to concur with the senate in the 
adoption of gaid resolution. The clerk was 
ordered to inform the senate thereof.’ 


Fears Harm to Labor Interests. 

‘* This action of the house on the hast night 
of the session kille@ joint resolution No. 43 
and no further reference ts made to it in 
the published proceedings of both branches 
of the assembly. Notwithstanding these facts 
the session laws plainly state the adoption 
of the resorution. 

‘* Your committee is of the opinion that a 
grievous blunder has been made by the state 
authorities, to say the least, and if not cor- 
rected by a@ vigorous protest chances of 
securing a Mability law in labor’s interest 
will be seriously jeopardized.’’ 

**I do not remember the action of the house 
on the closing night of the session to which 
reference is made by the labor organization 
officials,” sald Representative David JE. 
Shanahan. “It seems hardly possible the 
secretary of state would issue as a part of 
the session laws something which the legis- 
lature failed to adopt. It would be novel in 
the legislative history of the state. The rec- 
ords, as shown in the session laws, state that 
the joint resolution was adopted in both 
senate and house on May 27.”’ 

In legisdative circles generally it has been 
the understanding that the joint resolution 
was adopted and not reconsidered 


Plans for Labor Day Parade. 

The Labor day committee reported the 
completion of arrangements for this year’s 
Labor day parade. The parade will contain 
three divisions, with the carpenters’ district 
council and loca) unions of that craft in the 
first division, Women will be conspicuous 
in the second @ivision, with members of the 
Chicago Trades Union Label league and the 
Women’s Trade Union league in carriages 
and coaches at the head, followed by the 
Chicago Typographical union, Bakers’ union, 
Butcher Workmen and Brewery Workers’ 
union. } 

Officers of the federation estimate that 
from 25,000 to 8,000 unlonists will partici- 
pate in this year’s parade. The Carpenters’ 
District counctl, with a membership of 16,uvu, 
will participate for the first time in sever 
years.

“I know that the men assembled by Gen. 
Bingham in the last police parade were the 
finest. body of bluecoats ever assembled tn 
New York and much ‘of the credit belonged 
‘to Gen. Bingham. He had admirable quali- 
ties, perhaps also weak ones. If this be so, 
I would describe as a weakness his lack of 
respect to the civil law. He had been a 
soldier so long that it may be that he held 
the civilians in contempt. 

“ His lack of tact may be-called his great- 
est weakness., He apparently failed to rec- 
Ognize that the police department, like all 
large bodies of men, had among the number 
those who were not spotless. One grafting 
policeman brings more odtum to the depart- 
ment than can be erased by the heroic acts 
of twenty men.”’

and brilliant shops, and then by a great iron 
bridge we cross over the Nile, much resem- 
bling in its breadth“and general appearance 
the Mississippi at St. Louis. From the bridge 
we have a view far up and down the river, 
ite banks lined with dahabiyehs and pleasure 
steamers galore for the Upper Niletrip. Be- 
yond the Nile we pass through what appears 
to have been a boom town the bottom of 
which has fallen out; all about in splendi 


desolation are big houses, many of them in 


an unfinished condition. 

On the way we passed a solid string, several 
miles in length, of heavily laden camels, 
bearing earth, fodder, cotton brush, etc. 
Wallowing in the lagoons were many big 
ugly buffalo, and along the marshes and 
overhead were birds, many of which were 
new to me, though the white herons and#he 
vultures were easily recognized. 

At the end of the plain we halt at the 
Mena house, a hotel for the special accom- 
modation of thore who wish to remain at 
the edge of the desert and examine leisurely 
the pyramids. Here the Nile valley ceases 
and the desert begins. In front of us the ab- 
solutely barren hills rise up much .like the 
rolling sand hills of the Mojave desert, and 
on the rolling broker plain above stand the 
pyramids. 


In Sight of Forty Centuries. 

Leaving our carriage at the hotel, we mount 
camels and in five minutes, by an easy trail 
through the sand, we are standing at the 
foot of the Great Pyramid. I do not know 
what I can say to he!p you to realize the 
feeling which overtakes one at the foot or in 
the tomb chamber in the heart of the great- 
est of these pyramids. You know its shape, 
you know its height, you know it Is built of 
stone; that it took 100000 men to build it; 
that it was built 4,700 years ago, and that it 
is over 450 feet high; you know ail this as 
I knew it before I had seen this tomb Sut 
I was not at all prepared for the impressive- 
ness of the ecene or the force which it has 
to stir deeply one's emotional nature. 

We spent several hours strolling about the 
pyramids, with a little excursion off down 
the side to visit the Sphinx, which at first 
sight is disappointing, both In its size and the 
character of the face iteelf, but I realize that 
the face will bear close attention, and the 
befter one becomes acquainted with it the 
more wil! he feel moved by it. 

Then back again to the Great -Pyramid, 
where I entered into the burial chambers 
of the king and queen. Tae so-called great 
hall leading to the king's chamber, nearly 
thirty feet high and over 150 feet long, isa 
marvel of a hall and gave me a new concep- 
tion, not gained outside the pyramid, of the 
majesty of.the cologsus of tombs. 

I think I may as well admit frankly that 
I went out to the pyramids prepared to.be 
disappointed. I had concluded that the peo- 
ple who made so much fuss over the pyra- 
mids were inclined to exaggeration, but I 
confess that the figures and the khowledge 
which I had of them had given me no true 
conception of their size or of the grandness 
of the sublime spectacle of the group as a 
whole... They fairly overwhelmed me, and 
the sensation within the king’s chamber was 
a strange one. Massiveness perhaps best de- 
scribes these structures. 


Musty Sheiks Shrewd Dealers. 

It was after 2 o'clock before we descended 
to the Mena house for luncheon. Its dining 
room is an exceedingly beautiful Moorish 
hall. many of its windows being fine old 
antiques. In the afternoon we drove to the 
little native village of Gizeh nearby, where 
we examined the collections of a number of 
musty dealers, with the possibility of enlarg- 
I was much impressed 
with the apparent cunning and shrewdness 
of these old Arabs. . 

It was 7 o’clock when we returned to 
Bhepheard’s. The first glimpse of the bril- 
liantly lighted dining room here is one not 
goon to be forgotten.

In the Curio Shops. 


At any rate, the long bearded, sharp eyed, 
hook nosed, silken,gowned old dealers that 
we visited took themselves seriously; or, 
rather, would have us take them seriously 
and be perstaded that their antiquities were 
the only ones to be had in all Egypt, that 
never again would such an opportunity pre- 
sent itself for purchasing -such marvelous 
museum specimens as each one had to offer. 

There is precious little pretense of display 
in these shops—no show windows, no ma- 
hogany cases. We enter into a court, walled, 
turn off into some dark, musty chamber, 
with tiled floor, upon which are scattered 
about or piled up on rough, rude, wooden 
shelves heaps and heaps of little images 
of. stone, copper, bronze, and wood; bun- 
dles of mummy cloth, fragments of coffins, 
mummied cats and alligators, children, and 
men and women, and strings of heads of 
agate and amethyst, and fragments of sculp- 
tures fron: tombs, and bronze pitchers and 
vases of the Roman period. 

There is no beginning or end to any of it, 
and as for price, a dealer may ask you 
10,000 piastres on one day and 40,000 the 
next, and on the third sell it to you for 300, 
and chuckle to himself and his friends over 
the way in which he has taken you in. £ 
confess to a feeling of timidity and inferiorl- 
ty in the presence of the old sheik dealer here 
in Gizeh. I feel like a tenderfoot. I feel 
that I am a novice at trading and that he 
has been a trader for some thousands of’ 
years. But, withal, he is extremely polite 
and courteous and affable, and we are al- 
ways served with good Arabian coffee, 
steaming hot, and are offered cigarets. His 
oriental deference is not even surpassed by 
his oriental astuteness; and it. im all great

fun. 
In the Streets of Cairo. 


Shortly after noon we hurry beck to Cairo, 
gazing meanwhile as we return back over the 
desert toward the pyramids. They grow on 
one—their charm and their spell increase 
hourly. , 

After luncheon we spend a couple of hours 
far up in the heart of the old city, where 
the streets are so narrow that we must aban- 
don the carriage and find our way through 
the,.tortuous, narrow lanes packed with 
surging humanity, but deferential and cour- 
teous. The bazaars are a sight! Fora dis- 
tance of a block or more you make your 
way under canopy through a narrow street, 
with the shops on either side offering you 
nothing but shoes, or again books, or again 
jewelry, or shawls, or Damascus silks direct 
from the looms of Lyons. 

Then there are the bazaars of the copper- 
smiths and the fronmongers, etc., all at- 
tempting to sell you something. and while you 
gaze in open mouthed astonishment at the 
brilliancy of the wares displayed, you are at 
a loss to know whether to admire more the 
objects which the eye beholds or the suavity 
of the barker. And all the time venders of 
coffee and water and zweetmeats and other 
odds and .ends are elbowing their way 
through the streets and adcing to the con- 
fusion with their pleintive cries. It igs a 
great sight, and one for which the old Chi- 
cago “ Streets of Cairo” had given me but 
a faint preparation. 


NEW MURDER STIRS CHINESE 


Beautiful] Oriental Woman Slain 
in New York’s Chinatown. 


RECALLS SIGEL GIRL’S DEATH 


Sightseers Thrown Into Excitement; 
Many Arrests in Case. 


New York, Aug. 15.—Chinatown boiled over 
again early today on discovery of the murder 
of the most beautiful of the few Chinese 
women in New York, Bow Kim, 21 years old, 
who came here from San Francisco about a 
year ago with an Americanized Chinese, 
Chin én, 31 years old. 

It was about 2 o'clock in the morning, just 
as the usual Saturday night revelry was 
quieting down, that Chin Len dashed out of 
a tenement house at 17 Mott street, crying: 
** My woman been murdered.” 

The street, filled with loitering Chinese 
and parties of American “ sightseers,”’ all of 
whom quickly recalled the sensational mur- 
der of Elsie Sigel, the missionary girl, was 
thrown into excitement. A policeman and @ 
detective hurried into the house. 


Woman Stabbed Many Times. 

The door was locked and the officers were 
about to break it in when Len pushed 
them aside and unlocked it himself. in a” 
bedroom the murdered woman lay on the 
floor, stabbed in half a dozen places. Her 
slender neck was ringed with bloody finger 
marks, indicating a struggle with her assail- 
ant, and beside her lay a crusted hunting 
knife. 

It was evident that the woman had been 
Gead for two or three hours. On the Stairs 
avere found traces of blood and also on a@ 
door leading to the store of Yuen Chin & Co., 
on the ground floor. Three Chinese there 
were arrested, although they denied any 
knowledge of the murder. 

Six American women, who declared them- 
selves to be the wives of Chinese, were found 
in the house and arrested, but none would 
admit any knowledge of Bow Kim's death. 


Mentions a Former §Suitor. 

Len declared that he had no idea who 
killed his wife, unless *‘ maybe See Sing kill 
her. See Sing say she owe him money and 
he try to get it.’’ 

Sing, too, had once been in love with Bow 
Kim, he said. As to Sing’s whereabouts he 
knew nothing. 

Len’s acoount of himself was thet he had 
spent the early evening until 7 o'clock with 
his wife and then he had gone to 22 Mott 
street. Returning at 2 o’clock in the morning 
he found the body on the floor. in touching 
it he had-soiled his hands with biood whic 
in turn hed smeared the door and pen Piso 
as he hurried to the street. No frofma! 
charge has been preferred against Len, but 
he is held in $5,000 ball as a * materia! wit- 


ness.”’

Workers Begins at Pittsburg. 


TOLD THEY TALK TOO MUCIL. 


But Real Cause for Discharge Said 


to Lie in Tendencies, 


Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 15.—[Special.)—The 
United States Steel. corporation has begun 
the process of eliminating from its mills all 
those with pronounced union tendencies, who 
might with reason be suspected of scatter- 
ing seeds of unionism among the other work- 
men. 

Many skilled workmen employed by the 
corporation have been dischargéd recently 
from employment in the mills, where they 
had long worked, and on inquiring the cause 
for their discharge they were told that they 
talked too much or too loudly. 


Refused Work at Other Mills. 

In most of the cases of those thus dis- 
charged they found on inquiring for work 
at other plants of the steel] corporation that 
there was no work for them, a blacklist hav- 
ing apparently been prepared. Over 200 for- 
mer well known union men have been dis- 
charged, it is reported. 

This condition of affairs is found in all 
nonunion mills of the corporation, but not at 
the mills of the American Sheet Tin Plate 
company, where strikes are now on. 

The employers appear to have found menat 
work inside of their mills who, though work- 
ing as individuals, were still strong union 
men at heart, and it Is these that they decided 


to get rid of. 
Steel Car Company Strikers Meet. 


The largest massmeeting of strikers since 
the beginning, nearly five weeks ago, of the 
strike against the Pressed Steel Car com- 
pany at Schoenville, was held during the day. 
W. E. Trautman, general orgaizer of the 
Industrial Workmen of the World, addressed 
the meeting, urging the men to remain firm. 

The company is taking precautions to pro- 
tect the workmen now in the plant. 


Canadian Dock Strikers to Go Back. 

Fort William, Ont., Aug. 15.—The striking 
dock laborers of the Canadian Padgific rail- 
way will return to work en masse tomorrow 
morning. A massmeeting of strikers and 
friends, numbering 5,000 persons. was held 
in a drenching rain this afternoon and ad- 
dressed by Mayor Peltier, who urged the 


men to resume work and submit their griey- 
ances to a board of arbitration.

“CURRENCY PLANS 


Reforms He Asks Would Bean. 


tify Bills and Aid Eeon- 
omy in Treasury, 


Would Have the Same Color 
and Design. | 


Dublin, N. H., Aug. 15.—[Special.}—Franx, 
ln MacVeagh of Chicago, secretary of the 
treasury, today made known some of the 
plans he has worked out to get a more uni 
form and simple system in the nationa} cur. 
rency. Among other things, the Secretary 
seeks a reduction in the size of the paper 
money, a uniform design and color in the 
bills of the same denomination, the ga 
portrait on all bills of the denomination, and 
some method by which the bills can be 
“laundered” instead of destroyed whe 
soiled. 

In coinage, Secretary MacVeagh woulg 
have designs by the best ef American artists. 
He would have the size and weight redueed 
to the smallest point at which “ stacking” 
of the coins could be done. He also plans tg 
do away with heavy, cumbersome coinage, 
such as the silver dollar. 

The plans which Mr. MacVeagh has worked 
out would result in a great saving to the 
treasury department, he believes. The re. 
duction in the size of paper currency and the 
doing away with the necessity of new issues 


The secretary would extend his reform to 
the currency of all the world if possible. 
Mr. MacVeagh’s plan is to have the bill of 


about equal in size to the French paper 
money. 

“In my new scheme I recommend new de 
signs,’’ he added. ‘* That is, the designhs at 
present on our bills are too large and un- 
wieldy for the small bills. Then, I want the 
portraits to be uniform. Every note ofa 
certain denomination shall have a certain 
portrait on it, no matter whether the note 
is national or bank currency. Thus, when 
the portrait of Grover Cleveland is seen, 
every one will instantly know that the note 
is a $10 one, nothing else. This will save 
constant confusion. - . 

“A certain color also should indicate the 
genomination of a note. Thus green might 
always indicate to a person unable to read 
that the note is a $1 note; red, $2; bine, $5, 
and so on, whagfever the color might be.”

Taft says that In appointing census 
gupervisors it has been found necessary to 
select. men recommended by senators and 

semen in their districts. He says he 
realizes that this method of selection might 
easily be perverted to political purposes, and 
jt is to take the census out of politics so 
far as the actual work is concerned that 
pe has explicitly expressed his desires as 
to the regulations. 

Makes Views Emphatic in Letter. 

President Taft has told the representatives 
and senators who have urged various men 
for census places that he would insist that 
no active partisan should be named and that 
no attempt should be made to build up a 

l machine in any state or district 
through the distribution of the census pat- 
ponage. The president's letter in full fol- 


lows: 
“ Beverly, Mass., Aug. 14, 1909. 

“My Dear Mr. Secretary: The taking of 
the census involves the appointment of some- 
900 gupervisors, who, in turn, are to appoint 
many times that number of enumerators. 
The supervisors are given complete discre- 
tion in the selection of enumerators, respec- 
tively, to act under them. The success of 
the census will depend upon the efficiency and 
strict attention to duty of the supervisors 
and upon the intelligence of the enumerators 
end their faithful -oplication to the business 
in hand. 

¥ rally there is a supervisor for each 
congressiona] district. It has been found to 


: be the quickest and best means of selecting 


suitable, supervisors to consult the congress- 
meniand senators as tocompetént candidates 
from their respective districts and states. 
“This system can easily be perverted to 
political purposes if the supervisors are not 
forbidden to use it as an instrument for in- 
fuencing local and general elections and 
primaries in the interest of particular candi- 
dates or parties. It is not an unreasonable 
requirement that any one who accepts an 
appointment as supervisor or as enumerator 
shall, during the term of his employment and 
fervice, avoid an active purpose in politics. 
“I therefore order that in the prepara- 
tion of regulations for the taking of the cen- 
fus, you and the director of the census em- 
body therein a provision that any supervisor 
or enumerator who uses his influence with 
his subordinates or colleagues to assist any 
party, or any candidate in a primary or gen- 
eral election, or who takes any part, other 
than merely casting his vote, in politics: na- 
tional.-state, or local; either by sérvice upon 
apolitical committee, by public addresses, 


_ by the solicitation of votes, or otherwise. 


shall at once be dismissed from the service. 
“I wish to make this regulation as broad 
as possible, and wish it enforced without 
exception. It is of the highest importance 
that the census should be taken by men hav- 
ing cnly the single purpose of reaching a just 
and right result, and that the large amount 
of money to be expended in the employment 
of so vast a machine as the censuc shal! not 
be made to serve the political purposes of 
any one.

POUNDS OFF EIGHTY POUNDS 


Golf, Boxing, Wrestling Make Presi- 
dent Fit as Next Man. 


Beverly, Mass., Aug. 15.—[Special.]—The 
secret of how to keep a president in good 
physical condition has been revealed at last 
by the hitherto unapproachable doctor who 
has charge of the patient. 

For months this doctor has been sought 
by diligent newspaper persons throughout 
the land, but he always has eluded them. 
Strange reports have appeared concerning 
him, all of them untrue, he says, for never 
has he spoken on the subject. Today, how- 
ever, Dr. Charles Barker, for that is his 
name, consented to talk. 

‘**I'm not a massage artist, as most of the 
reports have claimed, any more than I am 
a manicurist,’’ said Dr. Barker. “I ama 
physical culture specialist and dietician, with 
degrees from the University of Chicage and 
other colleges. Contrary to the general 
opinion, I do not massage President Taft, 
except to keep the abdomen from wrinkling 
under the loss of flesh. 


Weighed 350 When They Met First. 

‘‘He always has been a heavy man, and 
he continually had put on weight until 
three years ago. When I first met him he 
weighed close to 350 pounds, although he is 


sensitive about having this known. 


“I took him in hand, and together we went 
to work with might and main, untfl his 
weight was reduced almost eighty pounds— 
to about 270. When I left Washington I 
left careful instructions for him to follow 
in regard to exercise and diet. I may say 
that I am practically responsible for the 
president’s devotion to golf. He had played 
the game once or twice before I took him in 
hand, but never to any extent. I urged him 
to play regularly, and he has done so. 

* But about the Ist of June of this year he 
was obliged to send for me again. A large 
room in the garage of the president’s cottage 
has been fitted up as a gymnasium. Every 
morning before breakfast the automobile 
takes me to the Evans cottage, where the 
president is waiting in the gymnasium. 
Then, for one hour, the two of us go through 
a regular system of exercise. 


Must Go Some to Throw Him. 

** The first part of the hour !s devoted to 
exercises, which are scientifically planned 
to strengthen all the muscles of the body 
and develop circulation. These are followed 
up by more strenuous exercises, such as 
wrestling, boxing, throwing the medicine ball, 
and things of a similar nature. 

“The president is strong, let me tell you, 
and any one who gets him on his backina 
wrestling bout has got to go some. It’s the 
same in our sparring matches. We pound 
each other on the lungs for the most part, 
and don't try for other parts of the body. 
There are no light taps, though, and I make 


every effort to get a good punch over on the 


president whenever I can; and when we get 
through there is never any doubt in my mind 
that he has been pounding me. 

‘* He has developed so rapidly and to such 
a pronounced extent that even now it is 
safe to say that there are few men anywhere 
who are in better physical condtion.’’

Rumors as to Secret Motive by 
Ballinger. Factor in Cun- 
ningham Leases. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 15,—[Special.]— 
The bureau of forestry and the interior de- 
partment each appear to have had their 
wishes gratified to a certain extent in re- 
gard to a settlement of the coal land cases in 
Alaska, according to a belief expressed by 
an official of the latter department here to- 
day that hearings in the Cunningham group 
of coal entries would begin about Oct. 15. 

This is Just two months later than the date 
the interior department hoped to start the 
hearings at which Cunningham and his as- 
sociates were to be called upon to show cause 
why. their entries should not be canceled. 
The bureau of forestry may be credited with 


“the postponement, 


Upon the theory that the longer the delay 
in holding the hearings the worse would be 
the chances of a combination getting ulti- 
mate control of the lands in question, for- 
estry agents and certain land office inspect- 
ors appear to have thrown every obstacle 


in the way of a settlement of the Cunning- 
ham case during the summer. 


Agents to Complete Mission First. 

The land office, although anxious to settle 
the long standing claims and feeling that it 
had the necessary evidence to bring about 
a cancellation of the claims, has acceded to 
the suggestion that agents now in_ the 
Alaskan field be permitted to complete their 
investigations before the hearings com- 
mence. 

Determination of the fortunes of C. C. 
Cunningham and his thirty,two associate 
entrymen accor@ingly awaits the return of 
the engineers from the coal flelds. This 
postponement does not necessarily mean that 
the ugly story connecting Secretary Ball- 
inger with undue haste in putting the claims 
of the Alaska coal grabbers to the test is to 
be stified, for there is much bad blood, and 
persons who would like to see the hearinr*s 
postponed for several months longer sti.. 
consider that Ballinger has a secret motive 
in hastening them. Their belief is that con- 
gyess should take a hand in the alarming 
state of affairs which exists in Alaska and 
that no patents should issue until the light 
of publicity is turned orn strong. 


Roosevelt Action Factor. 

The proclamation of President Roosevelt 
just before he retired on March 4, creating 
new forest reserves in Alaska, was the agent 
which sent the forestry bureau stumbling 
over the Cunningham alleged grab. Portions 
of one of the new reserves extended over 
certain of the claims which the Cunningham 
people proposed to take up for coal, and in 
searching the interior department files for 
information concerning this region forestry 
agents discovered what they considered to be 
precipitate haste in turning over valuable 
coal lands to a combination of exploiting 
individuals. 

Officials of the Interior department say 
there was no undue haste; that they con- 
sidered the entries should be canceled and 
that they had evidence which would enable 
this action to be taken. 

The interior department makes no denial! 
of the fact that hundreds of coal! land cases 
in Alaska are awaiting the attention of the 
land office on suspicion of fraud. In fact, 
there is a firm belief in the department that 
fully 75 per cent of the entries now pending 
there will be canceled on the ground that 
‘*‘dummies’”’ have been used and because of 
illegal efforts of individuals to ‘combine. 
Three hundred and fifty land office agents 
and inspectors are now scattered over the 
country, taking depositions and arranging 
to compel the land grabbers to let go.

Many Bridges ‘‘Dynamited” Before

Ludington, Mich., Aug. 15.—[{Special.J— 
The largest naval fleet ever gathered on 
the great lakes, consisting of the naval re- 
serve boats of Michigan, Ohio, Nlinois, Wis- 
consin, and Minnesota, will arrive at Luding- 
ton tomorrow morning. The Michigan mill- 
tia troops, which have been in camp here 
during the last week, will give them battle, 
the soldiers and sailors getting practical! in- 
struction in naval and land warfare. 

Gov. Warner and Gen. Fred Grant will re- 
view the reserves at the end of the,maneu- 
vers. There was seven ships in the fleet with 
2,000 sailors and reserves and 3,500 militia 
troops in camp. 


Prepare for Boston “Siege.” 

Boston, Mass., Aug. 15.—A bridge destroy- 
ing expedition to hamper the movements of 
the army of the ‘‘red”’ and the capture of 
a private of the invading army were the most 
warlike features today in the work of the 
army of the “ blue” defending Boston from 
an attack from ¢he’south by the “ red" army 
in the mimic war game.

Accompanied by several of the referees, 
the “‘blue”’ detachment, upon coming to a 
bridge would place under it packages sup- 
posed to contain enough dynamite ‘to de- 
stroy the structure.” Then a giant firecracker 
was exploded and a pldcard was placed on 
the bridge announcing that it had been de- 
stroyed, 

Maj. Graves’ men caught the first glimpse 
of the invaders at the Befkeley bridge on the 
west side of the Taunton river. The men of 
the blue had just “‘destroyed”’ the structure 
when a detachment of ‘‘red’’ cavalry clat- 
tered up on the opposite bank of the river. 
There was no clash between the two forces, 
however, and it is believed the cavalry was 
merely one of the enemy's scouting detach- 
ments sent out to ‘“‘feel’’ the position of the 
‘blue’ army. 

Considerable excitement was caused in the 
‘‘blue’’ camp tonight when one of the out- 
posts brought in a scout of the “red” army. 
The man refused to tell his name, but admit- 


ted he belonged to Company H of the Sev-. 


enth New York regiment, 

The invaders offset this point when their 
advance guard surprised some-of the “ Blue” 
scouts’ and captured three of them. Their 
identity was not made public at headquar- 
ters, 


PELLAGRA AT PEORIA HOSPITAL; 
DIAGNOSIS GETS CONFIRMATION 


Food Disease in Majority of Cases 
Traced to Use of Moldy Corn—Con- 
fused with Sunburn. 


Peoria, Ill., Aug. 15.—Dr. C H. Lavinder 
of the United States Public Health and Ma- 
rine hospital service of Washington, called 
to Peoria State hospital at Bartonville by 
Supt. George A. Zeller and Dr. Egan of the 
Illinois state board of health to confirm 
examined cases of alleged pellagra at the 
Peoria State hospital, yesterday confirmed 
the diagnosis of Supt. Zeller and Dr. Egan, 
having examined forty cases. 

Pallagra is a food disease, 90 per cent of 
the cases known having been traced to the 
use of moldly corn, and in view of this fact 
Dr. Zeller yesterday issued an order for- 
bidding the use of cornmeal at the hospital 
until arrangements are made for thoroughly 
drying all cornmeal and corn products used 
at the hospital. 

Pallagra affects the skin and is often con- 
fused with sunburn or boiling. A patient 
with pallagra reminds one of his having been 
parboiled In 1804 and 1007 two patients 
died at the Peoria hospital and the books 
show “ boiled to death.’’ 

The first case created a sensation through- 
out the state. The patient dying in 1907 was 
in charge of Anna Newton, a nurse, and for 
her alleged negligence she was discharged. 

Dr. Zeller is convinced the patient had 
pallagra and the fact he died in the bath was 
a mere coincidence. Dr. Zeller has recalled 
this nurse and she is again preparing to 
renew her work.

BANKERS DIVIDED 


ON GUARANTY LAW, 


Conflicting Opinions of Okla- 
homa Men in Commercial 
National Review. 


TRADE CONDITIONS GOOD. 


Cost of Manufacture Low, Crop 
Yield Enormous, Rail- 
roads Looking Up. 


The annual crop and business summary is- 
sued by the Commercial National bank was 
made public yesterday. It covers the usual 
features dwelt upon in past years. A part 
of the report is devoted to replies received 
irom Oklahoma bankers relative to the work- 
ing of the guaranty deposit law. One banker 
in response to an inquiry answered as fol- 
lows: 

“I have your letter in regard to guaranty 
bank deposits. It has been one of the great- 
est things that could have happened to the 
state of Oklahoma and I am in favor of it. 


We get deposits from all over the country | 
and the report of the bank commissioner | 


will show what it is doing for Oklahomu bet- 
ter than I can say.” 

The report of the bank commisaioner shows 
that ninety national banks have been con- 
verted into state banks and that the latter 
are gaining rapidly over the former iu de- 
posits. 

Chance for “Unscrupulous Men.” 

The opposition to the law is summed up 
by one banker who responded as follows: 

**It has increased the number of banks be- 
= the proportion of the increase in depos- 


“It has enabled incompetent and unscrup- 
ulous men to get into the banking business, 
and in many cases such men are handling 
large sums of money. 

“It demoralizes business for the reascn 
that the banker who pays the highost rates 
of interest and loans at the lowest rate on 
the least security and is an all around good 
fellow, gets the deposits. It has forced 
seventy-five good national banks out of busi- 
ness and in most cases replaced them with 
banks of smaller capital. 

““ We are in an unsettled condition, as the 
fallure of a big bank in the state would 
knock the guaranty law into a cocked hat and 
make the worst bank panic we ever had."’ 


Foresees Many Failing Banks. 

Another correspondent, a state banker, 
wrote as follows: 

“As a means of securing business for 
banks not entitled to secure business on 
their own merits it is undoubtedly a suc- 
cess, but In the hands of the inexperienced 
banker an unusually rapid increase in de- 
posits is in itself a danger which may lead 
to unwise loans and in the course of two or 
three years to many failing banks. We do 
not believe that it is a permanent improve- 
ment, but rather feel that in the course of a 
few years certain things may occur which 
. will show to the conservative state banks 
the danger to which they are exposed in 
guaranteeing the deposits of all other state 
competitors.” 

Concerning genera! business conditions the 
summary has the following: 

“All of the signs that denote rising pros- 
perity and all.of the conditions precedent are 
at hand. The wreckage of the panic has 
been cleared away; the apprehension which 
it aroused has disappeared, and we are fac- 
ing the future with an optimism and cour- 
age born of knowledge of the wonderful re- 
sources of. the country.” 


Lower Cost of Manufacture. 
Discussing lower costs of manufacture the 
report says: 
" “ Most manufacturers report a reduction 
of costs as a result of the depression, rang- 
ing up to 25 per cent. 
few, but the chief gain has been in the high- 
er efficiency of labor. One firm divides its 
economies into 7 per cent in rate of wages, 
15 per cent in incr, efficiency, and 8 per 
cent in supplies. ‘As business increases in 
volume this gain in efficiency tends to dis- 
appear, as the fringe of inferior labor which 
is always first to lose employment is taken 
dack.”’ 

The responsibility for the panio of 1907 is 
placed on the currency system. A central 
banking institution ts favored. 

Much space in the report is devoted to a 
resumé of crop conditions, large yields of 


Wage reductions were. 


recognized as a vital necessity to prosperous 


national conditions. 

Only once before has the average yield 
per acre of wheat been exceeded. and the 
total wheat outturn indicated—735,049,000 
-bushels—has been surpassed but twice. The 
effect of this great crop coming after two 
years of small yields has stimulated busi- 
ness in all directions. ‘ 

‘*King Corn sits again in majesty over his 
domain,”’ says the report. “‘ The plant has 
been more vigorous and promises a yield far 
beyond the 2,688,000,000 bushels of last year. 
Our returns indicate a crop of 2,974,000,000 
bushels.” 

‘The food crops of 1909 are so generous 
in their proportions that a noticeable decline 
in the cost of living may be expected, while 
the farmer will make up in quantity what he 
loses in price, and continue to be as good a 
customer as heretofore. Largecrops of oats, 
hay. barley, and flax mean more feed for live 
stock and lower prices for dairy products 
and other table foods.”’ 


Railroad Situation Improves. 
In regard to the railroad situation the 


report says: 
“ Within recent weeks projects covering 


and extensions and improvements are again 
under consideration. The railroads are not 
yet spending money as they did in the years 
1905-07, but at the rate thef/ traffic of the 
country is developing they must constantly 
improve their facilities for handling it. 
Money is now obtainable on fair terms ard a 
good degree of activity in railway construc- 
tion may. be expected next year.” 


WILLING TO ARBITRATE CLASH 
OVER CHATEAU ENCROACHMENT 


Apartment Owner Makes Offer to 
Woman Whose Property Adjoins— 
“Ragtime” Music Stops. 


f 

Albert Fuchs, owner, and the seventy-two 
tenants of the Chateau apartment building 
at Clarendon avenue and Sheridan road, 
watched the goldfish in the big artificial lake 
in the court of the building yesterday with- 
out the annoyance of “ ragtime ” music from 
the adjoining saloon. Mrs. Anna Ryan, owner 
of the property in which the saloon is located, 
declared that the Chateau encroached upon 
her property and that she was determined 
to prosecute her suit for damages against 
Mr. Fuchs. 

*“*I had the lot surveyed before the apart- 
ment was built three years ago,” Mr. Fuchs 
said, “‘and I am positive that my build- 
ing does not encroach upon the property 
owned by-Mrs. Ryan. But to have peace in 
the neighborhood I made a proposition to 
Mrs. Ryan this morning in which I am will- 
ing to leave the matter of dispute to arbitra- 
tion. If. it is shown that my building en- 
croaches upon the Ryan lot I am willing to 
pay three times the price per foot for the 
extent of the encroachment.”’ 

Mrs. Ryan refused to say whether she 
would accept the proposition or not, de- 
claring that she had begun suit for $50,000 
damages and that the dispute was in the 
hands of her attorney. 

“A few weeks ago our tenants formed an 
organization and protested against the music 
in M. C. Toole’s saloon, which is on Mrs, 
Ryan's property, and the music was stopped,” 
Mr. Fuchssaid. After the music was stopped 
I received complaint and then the suit was 
begun.”’ 


TIPTON BANK REOPENS TODAY. 


Directors of Institution in Which Big 
Shortage Was Found Ready to 
Pay Depositors. 


Tipton, Ind., Aug. 15.—Al! the depositors 
of the First National bank of this city will 
be paid, beginning at 9 o’élock tomorrow 
morning, should they make demand. At 
that hour the bank will be reopened after 
having been closed for several weeks, since 
the disappearance of the assistant cashier, 
Noah R. Marker, and the simultaneous dis- 
covery that $60,000 of the bank’s cash was 
missing. 

The directors of the bank have accumu- 

lated in the. last few days $750,000 in cash 
and it lies in the vault, guarded by day and 
night shifts of watchmen. The amount is 
more than enough to cover the sum of the 
deposits. — 
The shortage in the funds of the bank is 
between $160,000 and $200,000. ‘The: federal 
grand jury, in session at Indianapolis in No- 
vember, will investigate charges of viola- 
tions of the national banking Jaws in connec- 
tion with the operating of the bank.

TELL IT TO: BOSS! 


This Is What All the Clerks 
in Treasury Department 
Are Expected to Do, 


EACH ONE GIVEN A CARD. 


Then Assistant Secretary Norton 
Expects to Read Character 
from Results. 


Charles Dyer Norton, assistant secretary of 
the treasury, will go down in history as the 
character reader of the United States gov- 
ernment. He bids fair, likewise, to strip 
Frank H. Hitchcock of the reputation of be- 
ing the champion card index man of the 
government service. 

‘*Show me what a man has to say when 
he writes and how he writes it, and I will 
tell you the characteristics of the individual,” 
says Mr. Norton, 

In support of his theory the assistant sec- 
retary has formulated a system of reports 
from treasury department employés which 
are due to lay open to him this coming week 
an extensive and interesting chapter in hu- 
man nature. Tomorrow marks the expira- 
tion of time for Washington clerks handing 
in the “‘ blue cards " and the “ white cards,”’ 
and it also marks the inception of one of the 
most remarkable card indexes that ever has 
been set up in a government office. 


Hitchcock Beaten from Start. 

Postmaster General Hitchcock will be 
beaten from the start, for that individual 
never had a simon pure card index—only the 
reputation of having maintained one in the 
successful operation of his campaign for the 
election of President Taft. 

Secretary Norton's “blue cards” are 
destined to contain disclosures of interest, 
for they will come direct from the hands of 
the employé. The ** while cards” will come 
from the chief of the bureau or the division, 
and will contain only what he knows, or 
thinks he knows, concerning each person 
directly under his supervision. 

Handwriting does not figure in the char- 
acter disclosure to be furnished. In fact, 
the assistant secretary has expressly ordered 
that a typewriter be used as much as pos- 
sible in making up the reports. 

The place on each card where human na- 
ture will have its fullest play is on its back, 
where the orders are ‘to state briefly any 
facts regarding your efficiency and the con- 
ditions of your work which it is desired to 
bring to the notice of the department.”’ 

Eight lines on a generous four inches by six 
inches card are allotted for whatever the 
employé cares to write on this subject. 


One Clerk Simply Couldn’t Wait. 

As a harbinger of what may be coming in 
several instances a note has reached the as- 
sistant secretary in which the writer dis- 
closes only that he is a clerk in the depart- 
ment of internal revenue. This individual 
apparently could not wait fora blue card to 
convey his criticism. He says: 

“Your honorable committee has left out 
one of the most important questions to be 
asked clerks in each department, especially 
in the office of internal revenue. It is, ‘ How 
much time do you lose parading corridors 
and visiting other clerks, and indulging in 
scandalous gossip?’ ” 

There are upwards of twenty thousand em- 
ployés in the treasury department, located 
fin Washington and throughout the coun- 
try. The outside employés are given until 
Aug. 31 to present their reports. 


Full History of Career Wanted. 
Each will be expected to give his or her 
birthplace, date of birth, and the full history 
of his or her career in the service with the 
changes in salary. 

In tackling the Important duty of writing 
about his or her efficiency, each employé is 
directed to bear in mind that important 
features of the same to be considered are ab- 
sence from duty, the economical use of gov- 
ernment supplies, the quality and quantity 
of work done, and a disposition to work in 
the interest of the government with the same 
zeal which is displayed in private business. 

Assistant Secretary Norton is chairman of 
a committee on economy and efficiency in 
the treasury department. His new card in- 
dex is supposed to furnish advance material 
on which to begin work.

Crime and Poverty Also Are Largely 
| Caused by Stimulants, 


New York, Aug. 15.—[Special.}—Tea and 
coffee today were declared as great perils to 
women as strong drink to men by Dr. Menas 
S. Gregory, chief of the psychopathic ward 
at Bellevue hospital. Dr. Gregory insists 
that tea and coffee incite women to hys- 
terical excesses that equal those provoked 
by alcohol in men. The less tea and coffee 
used, he says, the fewer nervous wrecks 
there will be. 

To show his opinion of strong drink Dr. 
Gregory says that if the saloons were driven 
out of business the number of insane would 
decrease one-half, crime would decrease al- 


than repay the loss of revenuenow derived 
from the liquor trade. : 

Dr. Gamers bases his theory on the expert- 
ences he has had in eight years’ service in 
Bellevue and the facts he learned in a re- 
cent automobile trip through the “* prohibi- 
tion” parts of New England. 

Dr. Gregory treats 3,500 cases in the 
psycopathic ward at Bellevue each year. 
Polite persons call it the “ psychopathic,” 
but the rude, including the inmates, desig- 
nate it as “the Willy house.” Dr. Gregory 
is an authority on lunacy. He recognizes 
the man whom “rum” has set insane tem- 
porarily; he restores his patient’s senses and 
turns him loose, if possible. If not, the pa- 
tient goes to Matteawan.

quick dispatch. There is also a pontoon 
sheers capable of dealing with weights of 
up to 250 tons, with a lift of 21 feet, 


Fitted with Latest Devices. 


There is a range of 13 single floor, 1 two 
floor, 6 three floor, 5 four floor, and 12 five 
floor transit sheds, fitted with the most mod- 
ern appliances; also 13 warehouses, 7 stories 
each, fitted with 27 friction hoists, worked 
by gas engine. 

Ta accommodate the increasing traffic, the 
canal company has recently constructed four 
large warehouses abutting on Trafford Wharf 
road, with e gross inside area of 114642 
square feet. 

The water area of No. 9 dock is 15.6 acres, 
with surrounding quay space, roads, rail- 
ways, etc., of 32.6 acres. The southerly side 
of the dock is equipped with a series of five 
transit sheds for the receipt of cargo from 
or for vessels, which form probably the 
largest system of transit shed accommoda- 
tion in the world; the sheds are constructed 
entirely of ferro-concrete, practically the 
whole of the structure being formed of stee! 
rods embedded in Portland cement. 


Science Industry’s Ally, 


The equipment of the Manchester docks. as 
indicated, includes all the latest appliances 
for handling, storing, and distributing traffic, 
and comprises: 

A grain elevator capable of discharging 
grain from vessels at the rate of 850 tons 
an hour. The elevator has a storage ca- 
pacity of 40,000 tons, cr 1,500,000 bushels.

The Union Cold Storage company has 
a cold store at the Manchester docks, 
also another depot in the city; the Man- 
chester corporation has a large cold stor- 
age installation in the city; the total ca- 
pacity of the three depots being the equiv- 
alent of 375,000 carcasses of frozen mut- 
ton. 

Thirty ofl tanks with a storage capacity 
of 22,000,000 gallons, with wharves along- 
side to permit steamers discharging direct 
into tanks. 


Direct Railway Connection. 


All the loading and discharging berths, 
transit sheds, and warehouses at the Man- 
chester docks have direct railway con 
nection lines running on both sides of each 
building, also in some instances through the 
interior of the transit sheds and ware- 
houses. 

Traffic can be transferred from steamer 
direct to railway wagons and conveyed in 
them to, or from the various loading and 
discharging berths on the docks, and other 
places on the Canal, over the six great 
trunk lines to or from every railway station 
in Great Britain. 

This arrangement reduces the handling of 
cargoes to a minimum, thereby saving time 
and expense, points of considerable velue 
in the transportation of fine goods and 
through cargo.

There are seven’ fixed bridges over the 
canal, each bridge having a clear headway of 
seventy-five feet from the normal water level 
to the underside of the girders, 

It has constructed a lay-by at Runcorn 
1,600 feet in length, fully equipped with coal 
tip, moveable cranes, and other appliances 
for unloading cargo. Here ships unable to 
pass under the fixed bridges are berthed at 
this lay-by and their cargoes are discharged 
overside and lightered to Manchester with- 
out extra cost to the importer beyond the 
ship canal toll. A coaling station is located 
at Partington, nine miles from Manchester, 
with a quay space of twenty acres and front- 
age on the canal of nearly three-quarters of 
a mile, and with railway sidings on the canal.

BIG LINER SUNK 
TO STOP BURNING 


Cunarder Lucania Is Flooded 
and-Sent to Bottom of 
Liverpool Dock. 


LOSS BY FIRE IS HEAVY. 


Entire First Saloon and Steerage 
Destroyed by thé Blaze in 
Long Battle. 


“LIVERPOOL, Aug. 15.—The Cunard line's 
steamer Iwcania wae sunk today at the 
Huaskisson dock, after having been almost 
destroyed from its funnels forward by fire, 
which was discovered on board the liner at 
T o'clock Saturday evening.. The flames are 
supposed to have originated in the saloon 
kitchen. It was at first believed the damage 
would be slight. 

The fire brigade of the vessel, with two 
powerful motor engines, turned out imme- 


' diately at the first alarm and found the first 


saloon burning fiercely from end toend. De- 
spite all their efforts the flames gradually 
worked forward until they reached the steer- 
age, consuming every particle of the wood- 
work there, and then played havoc with the 
forehold. 


Decide to Flood Liner. 

At this time the heat was tremendous, and 
the flames, shooting high from the vessel, at- 
tracted thousands of persons to the side of 
the river, where they remained throughout 
the night. 

At 3 o'clock this morning it was decided to 
flood the vessel by admitting water into it 
from the dock. Soon it heeled over and its 
funnels came in contact with the cranes on 
the dock and were badly damaged. A half 
dozen firemen who were on the gangway 
at this time were thrown into the water, 
but all were rescued. A fleet of tugs then 
was brought into requisition and pulled the 
liners upright and held it until it settled 
firmly on the mud bottom. 


Flames Fought Until Noon. 


It was 10 o'clock this morning before the 
fire was undef control and noon before the 
fire brigade was able to relinqui#h the task. 

The second class quarters and the whole 
after part of the boat, including the engine 
room, escaped injury from the flames, and 
comparatively sma)! damage was done to the 
exterior of the vegsel. The fifst saloon 
skylights were destroyed and the decks for-

Late tonight the Lucania was refloated 
with the ald of salvage tugs and powerful!

MOORS REPULSED BY SPANISH. 


Three Attacks by Tribesmen on Lines 
Around Melilla Are Repulsed— 
Natives Gain in Forces. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

MELILLA, Morocco, Aug. 15.—Moors at- 
tacked the Spanish lines in three places to- 
day, but were repulsed by rifie and artillery 
fire. The Moors evidently have received re- 
inforcements, as greater numbers can be 
seen on the neighboring heights. This is be- 
lieved to be the result of special summons 
sent to the tribesmen in the interior.

THIRTY REPORTED DEAD. 


Flooa from Broken River Banks Add 
to the Terrors. 


Tokio, Aug. 15.—Reports received today 
concerning the earthquake in central Japan 
Saturday show that there were a number of 
fatalities and that great damage was done to 
property. 

The mountain Ibukli, a short distance west 
of Gifu, emitted smoke in the early stages 
of the earthquake and then collapsed with a 
thunderous roar. The formation of the 
mountain was completely changed. 

The dead at present is said to be thirty, 
though it is feared that the fatalities will 
be greatly increased when the outlying dis- 
tricte are heard from. 

The number of persons injured is eighty- 
two. Thus far 362 buildings, including many 
temples, are reported to have been destroyed, 
and more than 1,000 others badly damaged. 


Shock Affects Wide Area. 

The shock occurred at 3:30 o'clock In the 
afternoon and affected a wide area in the 
Shiga and Gifu prefectures. 

The town of Ogaka in Gifu suffered terri- 
bly. The banks of the Hida river there broke 
and the surrounding country was inundated. 
The people of the district fled to high ground 
and remained in the open all night. Inter- 
mittent shocks were felt throughout Sat- 
urday hight and early this morning. 

Many Sufferers in Big Fire, 

Victoria, B. C., Aug. 15.—When the steamer 
Empress of India, which reached port yes- 
terday,’ was leaving Kobe, sufferers from 
the fire that swept over five square miles 
of Osaka were strung out over the main 
road around the bay and making their way 
by junk and sampanto Kobe. Tne death list 
saumbered 13, and 300 persons were injured. 


AVIATION EVENTS AT RHEIMS 
DRAW BIG CROWD TO SCENE. 


New Entries Received and Meeting 
Promises to Be Sporting Attraction 
of the Yearin France. 


RHEIMS, France, Aug. 15.—Huge crowds 
today thronged the aerodrom as a foretaste 
of next Sunday’s opening of “ Aviation 
week,’’ during which aeronauts from the 
United States, France, Italy, and Austria 
will compete for various prizes, chief of 


which will be the international cup given by 


‘James Gordon Bennett. 

Several new entries have been received for 
the races, making a total! of thirty-eight, and 
there is every promise that the meeting will 
be the greatest event of the sporting year, 
replacing in interest the automobile Grand 
Prix, which has been abandoned this year. 

Glenn H. Curtiss, the American aviator, 
took a rest today. His machine is nearly 
set up and the finishing touches will be put 
on it tomorrow. Other competitors were 
busy, however. At Chalons-Sur-Marne M. 
Sommer made a flight of an hour and a half, 
but M. Ruchonnet, another French entrant, 
came to grief, smashing the frame of his 
machine by taking a too abrupt landing. 
Henry Farman was badly scalded on the 
face by water from a defective radiator 
at Mourmelon today. As a conseqtence, he 
will be forced to lay up for several days, 

Capt. Ferber, the French aeronaut, at Ju- 
vitzky today won the military aviation 
prize. Ferber used a machine of his own 
invention and far exceeded the requirements, 
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CRETANS DEFIANT 


Armed Band Expelled After 
Taking Fortress, but Greek 
Flag Still Waves. 


WARSHIPS ON THE WAY. 


Situation Again Acute, but Hope 
of Graeco-Turkish Peace 
Is Held. 


CANBA, Aug. 15.—A band of armed peag 
ants entered Canea late last night and Oe- 
cupied the fortress, determined to prevent 
the carrying out of the powers’ command 
for the removal of the Greek flags, 

The Cretan government having resigned, 
the administration of the island has been ine 
trusted to provisional committees. The com- 
mittees have succeeded in expelling the 
peasants from the fortress, but the Greek 
flag still waves. 

The British battleship Swifteure arrived 
today in Luda bay, in the western part ef 
the island. 

Greek Press Says “Lower Flag.” 

ATHENS, Aug. 15.—The entire press im 
Greece advises the Cretans to lower the 
Greek flag over the fortress at Canea and not 
show defiance to the protecting powers. 

The Italian cruisers Francesco Ferruele, 
Varese, Giuseppe Garibaldi, and Giovanni 
Bauean sailed today for Crete and will be 
followed by the battleships: Regina Elena, 
Napoli, and Vittorio Emmanuele ITI. 

The armored cruiser Jules Ferry, at Tou- 
lon, has been ordered to coal in readiness to 
sail for Crete. It is stated that similar or- 
ders have been given to the commanders af 
the battleships Jaureguiberry, Bouvet, and 
Suffren. 

The Turkish fleet remains at Smyrna, the 
government on the advices of the powers 
having postponed sending it to Crete. The 
hoycott and demonstrations againet Greeks 
continue to spread. 


It Seemed Practically Settled. 

LONDON, Aug. 15.—A peaceful solution 
of the Cretan situation appeared practically 
to have been secured last week despite the. 
fact that the Turkish government handled 
the diplomatic difficulty in an unskillful man- 
ner. 

The Young Turk party mistrusts the pres- 
ent Turkish ministry and fears that Turke 
will lose sugerainty of Crete. This has 
to a strong movement among the Albanians 
against the Turkish government and te @ 
serious boycott against Greek trade. 

At the same time Cretans have shown such 
strong Greek sympathies as to defy the order 
ef the protecting powers to haul down the 
Greek flag and the situation again has be- 
come acuté. The powers probably will ré- 
occupy the island, and in this event it is not 
unlikely that fresh negotiations will ensue 
with a view to placing the Cretan question 
on a@ more settled basis and prevent a recur- 
sence of disturbing events. Confidence still 
is felt that peace between Turkey and Greece 
will not be disturbed,

And so, 
while shippers and receivers of grain may 
be worrying over the possible inability to 
get enough cars to serve for transporta- 
tion and temporary warehouse purposes, 
the prosperity of the farmers may lead 
them to take things easy for awhile and 
relieve the railroads from the threatened 
strain upon their equipment. It is the at- 
tempt to do everything at once that 
makes car shortage. Distribytion of ship- 
ments over a longer period may help the 
railroads out. 


THE NEW CHIEF OF POLICE. 
Le Roy T. Steward has made a fine 
record as the head of an important de- 
partment of the local postoffice. He has 
proved his ability to keep a large force 
up to its work. As an officer in the 
national guard he has manifested him- 
It is 
because of his executive ability that 
Mayor Busse picked him out for super- 
intendent of police. 
Mr. Steward has a great chance. Thea 
way is open for him te make a finer and 
more conspicuous re¢ord in the service of 
the city than in that of the national 
government. The police force needs some 
disciplining and reorganizing. There are 
faults to be corrected, some of which 
might be looked on indifferently by a 
chief brought up in the department and 
habituated to them. It is understood that 
Mr. Steward will have an absolutely free 
hand. It is easy to believe it. The 
mayor is profoundly interested in securing 
the highest degree of efficiency for 
the police department, so that it may not 
be open to just criticism from any quar- 
ter. Mr. Steward wéuld not give up, 
an important permanent position unless 
assured that he would not be hampered 
in the discharge of his duties. No man 
with a reputation for thorough work 
would consent to become a chief of police 
with tied hands. 
Mayor Busse is to be 
lated on an appointment which will 
be welcomed by all who i § know 
anything of the appointee. They 
are sure he will “make good.” He 
should be given time to study the 
situation, to tighten up the loose screws 
of police machinery, and put the right 
men in the right places. Then the pub- 
ljc will see results. THe TRIBUNE is con- 
fident that the new régime wil! mean bet- 
ter enforcement of ordinances, greater 
effectiveness in dealing with criminals, 
and the disappearance of all suspicion of 
** grafting.”

SEEKING BETTER SCHOLARSHIP. 
The announcement that the University 
of Chicago had dropped a round hundred’ 
students because of Unsatisfactory schol- 
arship attracted a good deal of attention. 
But that institution is not alone in such 
a movement. The same sort of thing is 
being done by the leading universities of 
the country. The faculties have declared 
their position. The students know what 
to expect. No snap judgment is being 
taken, but it is clearly understood that 
only those are wanted who are earnestly - 
seeking to profit by their residence within 
the college halls. 

The university authorities are the more 
determined because none of the institu- 
tions are seeking numbers now. They 
are overcrowded everywhere. The capac- 
ity of classrooms and laboratories is 
tested to the limit. Dormitories are filled, 
with long waiting lists of those who wanz 
rooms within them. During the last 
year the University of Chicago, for ex- 
ample, had great difficulty in arranging 
its schedule of recitations because of the 
lack of sufficient rooms for the classes, 

Even those universities where “ resi- 
dence” has never entailed the requir2- 
ment of much serious study haye taken’ 
up the movement for improving scholar- 
ship. The rebound from the athletic 
craze of a few years ago has brought 
with it severer regulations for eligibility 
to contest on “teams” of every kin.l, 
None but bona fide students have any 
chance now and they must keep up their 
work to a higher standard. 

The shirker is the only sufferer. The 
majority of the students are the gainers, 
The colleges have lost much because of 
the presence of so many who attend them 
simply because it is counted the thing to 
do to “go to college.” The sympathetic 
elimination of the careless and incompe- 
tent at regular intervals of credit exain- 
ination eannot fail to elevate educational] 
standards in the United States. 


“GRAFTING” IN NEW YORK CITY. 

In one respect Chicago is ahead of New 
York. It has not, nor has it had, “a 
crooked, supine, or incompetent judiciary,” 
such as Theodore A. Bingham, late police 
commissioner, says the eastern city has, 
He has specially in mind the lower courts, 
in which 80 per cent of the criminal cases 
are heard first. There used to be occasion- 
al complaints here in the days of police 
magistrates that the influence of aldermen 
or of more prominent politicians kept 
criminals from getting their deserts. No 
such complaints are heard now. 

Most of the New York police judges, it 
is asserted, are subservient to the Tam- 
many leaders, who have made them and 
who can unmake them. When one of 
them gets word from his patron that a 
criminal must be let go, he obeys orders 
and upbraids the police for arresting an 
honest man. Naturally, crime flourishes 
where such a system prevails. It would 
flovirish even if the police were honest and 
- efficient. 

No matter how much “ grafting” there 


|may be in Chicago—there @re no trust-

worthy estimates—the city is free from 
it when compared with New York. Gen. 
Bingham says the “ grafters” and black- 
mailers of that city take in $100,000,000 
‘@ year. That seems an enormous figure 
even for a wealthy and Tammany ridden 
metropolis.. But he says he could have 
made a million dollars a year—that he 
could have received $11,000 a month for 
being blind to the existence of one particn- 
lay honse. In. the light of what he could 
have taken in, the estimate of $100,000,- 
000 does not seem so preposterous. 

The citizens of New York can put an 
end to this orgy of “grafting.” They 
can secure an honest police force and con- 
scientious judges. They can do it by 
breaking the power of Tammany and in 
no ether way. They can make a begin- 
ning, if they choose, at the municipal! elec- 
tion to be held next fall... Of. course, it 
would be only a beginning. It would take 
a succession of hard blows to put an or- 
ganization. like Tammany out of business. 
It is doubtful whether there is enough 
persistent civic virtue in New York to 
administer them. 


THE CENSUS SUPERVISOR. 

It looks as if Prof. Merriam could 
have been supervisor of the census for 
the Cook county district if he had chosen. 
In one way it is unfortunate that he 
did not choose. The position is an im- 
portant one. He is admirably qualified 
to fill it. His training in civics and 
his temperament would insure system 
and accuracy. The total of the popula- 
tion might be disappointing to the hope- 
ful souls who estimate Chicago’s growth 
too liberally, but there would be general 
confidence in the figures reported be-. 
cause of belief in the methods and the 
men used by him. The thousand enum- 
erators would not be the low grade 
nominees of politicians who have been 
watching for a chance to dijstribute cen- 
sus “ plums” among hun retainers, 

Prof.* Merriam is a valuable man in 
the city council. His election was count- 
ed a distinct gain to Chicago. His in- 
fluence in right directions has already 
been felt in the city government. It is 
easy to see why he should be unwilling 
to abandon a field of labor for which 
he is so well fitted and in which he takes 
such pleasure. But President Taft is per- 
sistent. If he cannot get at the first 
trial the man he wants for census su-, 
pervisor for the second city in the United 
States, the chances are that he will look 
about him for another thoroughly quali- 
fied man who will take the place. The 
city needs and should have that .kind 
of man to supervise the enumeration of 
its population and the collection of othet 
census data. 


PROGRESS IN AVIATION. 

The significance of the progress in avi- 
ation is not to be found so much in the 
flight of Bleriot across the English chan- 
nel, in the successful tests of the Wright 
machine, or in the forthcoming contests 
at Rheims, as it is in the less conspicu- 
ous events. 

A New York firm advertises its ability 
to supply aeroplanes to order in forty- 
eight days. Another New York firm es- 
tablishes an aeria] garage on the roof of 
a building. A Dayton man buys a bal- 
loon as a present for his 18 year old 
daughter. These and other instances, 
making due allowance for the element of 
fiction, indicate a growing belief in the 
general utility of aeroplanes and dirigible 
balloons and a growing conviction that 
they are adaptable for other than mili- 
tary purposes. The military idea has 
been dominant in all thus far attempted 
in.aviation, but now the Wright brothers, 
the most conservative of the successful 
aviators, suggest the use of the aeroplane 
in carrying mails and men of wealth are 
contemplating the possible use of the air 
as an exciting recreation. 

The most enthusiastic of the advocates 
of aviation are getting ahead of the de- 
velopment of the science, but their con- 
victions are interesting and may in time 
be justified. :

Men of color, no matter whether yellow, 
brown, or black, are henceforth barred from 
the various galleries, lobbies, terraces, etc., 
of the house of commons, by order of the 
speaker, and the lord great chamberlain, who 
is the marquis of Cholmondeley, has issued 
similar instruction with regard to the house 
of lords and the entire palace of Westmin- 
ster. For, although few people realize the 
fact, the houses of parliament rank as a 
royal palace. 

The reason for this discrimination against 
the colored races, which likewise has been 
inaugurated at the law courts in London, is 
@ue to apprehension of some anarchistic 
outrage, such as attacks with revolver and 
knife, or else by the throwing of an explo- 
sive bomb, on the part of a fanatic, such as 
the young Indian who murdered Sir Curzon 
Wylite and Dr. Lacaita recently in London. 

Of course the speaker, the lord great cham- 
berlain, the lord chief justice, and the lord 
high chancellor reserve to themselves the 
right of giving cards of admission to dis- 
tinguished orientals they personally know 
and are convinced are above reproach or sus- 
picion. But the indiscriminate visiting of 
dusky hued lieges of King Edward, or even 
of colored foreigners, is henceforth at 
an end, as far as the houses of parliament 
and the courts of justice are concerned. 

On the first day of the trial of the aseassin 
of Sir Curzon Wylile it was noticed that the 
entire gallery was filled with the assassin’s 
fgllow countrynien and co-religionists, many 
of whom were known by the police to sym- 
pathize with his political views. The peril 
constituted thereby was speedily realized, 


members of the India office in London, the 
chief officers of the cabinet, and the lord 
chief justice, who consigned Sir Curzon 
Wyliie’s slayer to the gallows, are all now 
under special police protection. 

While no one can blame the English au- 
thorities for adopting these measures of pre- 
caution, they have excited a good dea! of 
indignation not only among the Indian sub- 
jects: of King Edward but also among the 
other oriental races, some of which, notably 
the Japanese, are bound to Great Britain by 
ties of alliance, and are extremely sensitive, 
even hyper sensitive, about the tendency 
to include them with colored people. 
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Beaufort castle, which has been rented for 
the autumn by W. K. Vanderbilt, and which 
some fifteen years ago was leased for a year 
by his brother, the late Cornelius Vander- 
bilt, is the Inverness-shire home of Lord 
Lovat, the sixteenth peer of his line and 
chief of the clan of Frasers. The castle, a 
stately affair, with a long, dark red facade, 
gray roofs, many turrets and gables, is a 
relatively modern edifice, having been erect- 
ed by the late Lord Lovat about thirty or 


}forty years ago to replace the unpretentious 


little house which had been the residence 
of the family since the burning of the old 
castle in the stormy days of the ’45 rebellion. 

The entrance of Beaufort is paneled with 
oak, and on the walls hangs a collection of old 
weapons and arms, much of it of great his- 
toric and family interest; as, for instance, 
the muskets carried by the Fraser High- 
landers who fought in Canada and distin- 
guished themselves at the storming of Que- 
bec. From the hall one enters the: great 
gallery, with polished oak floor and lofty 
open roof, both made of timber grown on 
the estate. 

Among the most interesting pictures and 
relics preserved here are the veil worn by 
Mary, Queen of Scots, on the day of her exe- 
cution; the favorite chair in which Simon 
Fraser, Lord Lovat, “ the traitor,” sat and 
dealt out justice as high sheriff of Inverness- 
Shire; and Hogarth’s striking portrait of 
that extraordinary peer, who was so many 
things to so many men, and who, finally re- 
pudiated by all, met an unmourned death at 
the hands of the executioner on Tower hill, 
in London. Opening from the great gal- 
lery are drawing rooms, library, billiard 
rooms, and dancing room. From the last 
there is a charming view down on the river 
Beauly, high above which the castle stands. 
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One of the features of the castle is the 
beautiful private chapel, with its delicately 
tinted walls, altar, and reredos of pure white 
marble, and stained glass windows, the lat- 
ter added by Lady Lovat as a thank offering 
for the safe return of her three sons from the 
Boer war. This chapel will not, however, be 
at the disposal of the Vanderbilts, for they 
are Protestant Episcopalians, whereas Lord 
Lovat, like his mother and all the members 
bod a family, belongs to the Roman Catholic 
aitn. 

Lord Lovat is one of the biggest landown- 
ers in the united kingdom, his estates in the 
counties of Inverness and Ross exceeding 
& quarter of a million acres. He is a High- 
lander through and through, received al] his 
education north of the Tweed, save for his 
two years at Magdalen college, Oxford, is 
renowned as a steeplechaser, as a hunter of 
big game, as an extraordinarily skillful shot, 
and, last, but not least, greatly distinguished 
himself in the Boer war at the head ofa 
corps of mounted infantry, composed entire- 
ly of men born on his Scottish estates, who 
received the name of “ Lovat’s Scouts.” He 
is a bachelor; tall, handsome, with a frank, 
simple manner and modest demeanor. He 
has had to defend both his‘honors and estates 
against the claims of several pretenders, 
some of whom hail from this side of the 
Atlantic, and whose lawsuits have led to the 
laying bare of more sensational Scotch fam- 
ily romance than could ever be found in any 
novel.

Few are aware that Admiral Prince Louis 
of Battenberg, who visited America four 
years ago in command of an English cruiser 
squadron, possesses a mastery of the Rus- 
sian language; and still fewer know that the 
letters ‘‘L. A. B.,” which figure on the title 
page as the initials of the translator of that 
remarkable Russian book, ‘“ Rasplata,” 
stand for Louis Alexander Battenberg. 

“ Resplata,’’ which means “ The Reckon- 
ing,”’ is the diary of the Russian naval cap- 
tain, Seinenoff, who, after witnessing the 
early disasters at Port Arthur, culminating 
in the sinking of the flagship and the death of 
Admiral ,Makaroff, journeyed overland to 
Kronstadt, and then sailed thence for the 
far east in Rojestvensky’s fleet, destroyed by 
the Japanese. The English version of this 
stirring book has been one of the sensa- 
tions of the last literary season not only 
among naval men but among the general 
public. ° 

The translation of “ Rasplata,” is not 
Prince Louls’ first literary venture. He 
brought out several years ago a work entitled 
‘*Men-of-War Names; Their Meaning and 
Their Origin,”’ which has sailed through two 
editions.

DEATH OF HIRAM W. THOMAS 
RECALLS INCIDENT OF TRIAL, 


Old Time Reporter Tells of Scenes af 
First Heresy Hearing in Rockford 
Church. 


Chicago, Aug. 15.—[{Editor of The Tribune] 
—With the passing of the Rev. H. W. Thomas, 
the writer of this article is reminded of a lit- 
tle incident that occurred during his first trial 
for heresy by the Rock River conference of 
the Methodist church. Kener 

The trial was held at Rockford, Ill. in te 
old Court Street church, which is now used 
for commercial purposes, during the early 
fall of 1880. It was the writer's privilege to 
report this trial for Tse CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 
and consequently he is able to recall many of 
the things that transpired. 

It was my first experience with the mae 
chinery of the Methodist church. I call ft 
machinery, because at that time it was quite 
new and novel to me, and seemed at times 
to need a little “oil,” at least it needed 
that peculiar kind of “ oil’ we read aboutia 
the good book, as “ being poured upon the 
troubled waters.’’ The‘ windy ”’ atmosphere 
had apparently lashed these peaceful waters 
into fury, until at times the billows seemed 
to rise almost ‘‘ roof’ high, when some good 
brother, either more conservatiye, or else 
more liberal than the rest, would quiet the 
angry devotees of creed to a sane. considera 
tion of the question befor€’the conference. 

The trial was finished on Saturday and Dr 
Thomas was to reply to the conference om 
Monday morning at 10 o'clock. To get this 
reply from Dr. Thomas before it should be 
read to the conference was one of our first 
considerations. Dr. Thomas had repeatedly 
refused, and he stood by his determination 
until late Sunday night, between 10 and ll 
o'clock. 

At that time the Chicago papers did not 
reach Rockford until 10:25, and were not 
delivered at the news stands until ten or 
fifteen minutes later. ° As the conference 
was called for 10 a. m., we assured Dr. 
Thomas that it would be impossible for any 
of his ministerial brethren to get a copy of 
the address before he should have finished 
reading it, and probably not before noon. 

Upon this condition, coupled with the fac 
that we had promised faithfully to return 
the manuscript before morning, no matter 
how early, we were intrusted with his reply. 

We rushed it to the telegraph office, the 
paper accepted it, late as it was, and the 
Monday morning paper contained the reply 
of the Rev. Dr. H. W. Thomas to the Rock 
River conference. % | 

Of course when we made our pledge to Dr. 
Thomas we had figured on all the good min- 
isters being in their places, but they were 
not. One member of the fold had remained 
away, and he had done so for a purpose. He 
had remained to grt a copy of THE CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE at the book store, and when he did 
get it and found what he had been looking 
for, he must have “ hiked ” double quick to 
the scene of action, for he soon was - 
ing down the aisle waving the coveted evi- 
dence of disloyalty, as he afterwards termed 
it, before the audience that Dr. Thomas was 
addressing. 

The meeting was soon ended, that is, after 
many bitter things had been said, and espe- 
cially by the brother who had the printed 
reply. Dr. Thomas had been defeated, and 
after making his appointments for the fol- 
lowing church year, the bishop 
as the closing hymn:

_ From garden patches to health !s a story 
briefly told tn the bulletin of the health de- 
‘partment issued yesterday. The depart- 
ment, in its study of “‘ cleanup day ” condi- 
tions. found that unsightly and disease breed- 
ing back yards and vacant lots have been 
giving way to tasty and profitable vegetable 
gardens. 

ed We, were agreeably surprised to find 
guch an increase in yard gardening,” the bul- 
letin stated. “‘ They serve to keep the yard 
clean, to add to the revenue of the family, 
and. to furnish fresh, crisp vegetables for the 
family table. . The increase in such gardens 
Was especailly notable in the Eighth ward. 
Collections of cans and rubbish and stag- 
Rant pools have given place in the last two 
years to small, neat looking gardens filled 
with caggage, onions, parsley, beets, and 
gorn, and here and there a fringe 4r bed of 
flowers. Seeing this we dio not wonder at the 
lowered baby death ratein the Eighth ward.”

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CHICAGO UNIVERSITY TO OBSERVE CENTENNIAL 
OF “THE AUTOCRAT OF THE BREAKFAST TABLE.” 


One hundred years ago this month. fn the 
big bible housed under the gambril roofed 
house in Cambridge, Mass., from whose 
steps the president of Harvard college prayed 
for the soldiers halted there on their way to 
Bunker Hiil, Abie! Holmes wrote the words, 
“ Born, a son.” 

Later he appended the name “ Oliver Wen- 
dell,” and he sprinkled sands on a wooden 
tablet, after a custom of the day. Whether 
Or not the ceremony was symbolical, the 
sands, and the tablet, and the house have all 
vanished. But on that longer, grayer ,foot 
imprinted, tear washed strip of the sands of 
lvffe; the personality of the child born on 
that 20th day of August still glows as a 
bright, precious crystal. 

The University of Chicago today will cele- 
brate the centenary anniversary of that 
birth, and during the month other such cele- 
brations will be held in other cities. Individ- 
uals, although taking no part in the prear- 
ranged exercises, will do homage to ‘him in 
their own hearts, and the order of their 
tribute will be, secondly, to one of the fore- 
most of American men of letters, and, first, 
to a splendid and charming personality. 


_ 
He left the record of this latter in his 
writings, more perfectly caught and pre- 
served there as a gift to posterity than it 
has many times been one’s blessing to re- 
ceive among the bequests of great people. 
He is there chisled cameo clear, so that 
she who has read him as a little girl knows 
him scarcely less vividly 
critics who have claimed personal acquaint- 
ance with him. 
Hurrying on this 100th anniversary to see 
what secrets of his character William Dean 
Howells had discovered during their friend- 
ship, you find you knew him scarcely less 
well than he. His advantage is only that 
he can tell of him so charmingly and make 
his points from anecdotes of his own expe- 
rience with him. One of the first observa- 
tions he makes is: 
“He frankly and joyously made himself 
the std@rting point in all his inquest of the 
hearts and minds of other men, but so far 
from singling himself out in this, and stand- 
ing apart in it, there never was any one who 
was more eagerly and gladly your fellow 
being in the things of the soul.”’ 
The first jealous impulse of the reader is-to 
reply: ‘* Well, don’t I know it, for did he 
not betray the same trait with childlike 
naivete, unpracticed in deception when, in 
the character of the Autocrat, to use Mr. 
Howell's words in another connection, ‘ he 
studied the whole universe from the stand- 
point of himself ’?’’ 
So, also, the discovery through acquaint- 
anceship voiced in the opinion of Mr. How- 
ells: ‘“‘I think he preferred social equality 
in his fellow men.” He tells it of himself, 
and when he doesn’t tell it, the same truth 
shines in his attitude. 
“Other things being equal,’’ he says, with 
that aristocratic geniality which is so charm- 
ing a factor of himself, ‘‘I think I prefer the 
man with the ancestry and the family to the 
ones who is wholly self-made.”’ 
It is the centennial of this man whom we 
know thus specifically in a hundred of his 
little manifestations of personality that the 
country is celebrating, first, maybe, for him- 
self and the affection he inspired, then for 
his unique place in letters, but finally no less 
for one of the most wholly American writers 
America ever had. 

An America perhaps in its restrictive mean- 
ing of Boston and New England. for as Mr. 
Howells says. “I have not mentioned Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, because I think his name 
would come first from the reader's thought 
with the suggestion of the name of Boston.”

As LesHe Stephen points out, his career was 
singularly simple. ‘On returning from 
Paris he set up as a physician without ob- 
taining much practice. He married in 1840, 
in 1847. became professor in the medical 
school at Harvard, and held the office for 
thirty-five years. He retired in 1882 at the 
age of 73 and survived as a venerated and 
happy old man until 1894.”

There 1n a home overlooking the sea, 
among his books, with his aviary without, 
and within all of the comfort and the little 
elegancies of an aristocratic mind—the well 
trained servant, the lustriously combed and 
brushed horse, the correct receiving rooms— 
he lived and wrote the books which made him 
loved and gave him a unique place in liter- 
ature,

Three novels were also of the fruit of his 


circumstances if it is not the foult of the or- 
thodox canons of criticism, and not of this 
story which old men quote with tears in their 
eyes and say “ poor Elsie,” while the younger 
readers exclaim that it is the most thrilling 
novel they have ever read. 

Then there is his poetry, not great inamount 
but embracing all of his faculties—his gentle 
pathos, his scintillating wit, most salient of 
all his mental gifts. In an external way it 
manifests another of his characteristics, 
which is his kindness. He was forever “ get- 
ting something,” for some celebration, even 
when he was too feeble for the effort and all 
of his contemporaries, Longfellow, Lowell, 
Whittier, he sung one by one to the grave. 
None of them passed without his tribute, 
whatever his physical strength. Ys

and there is ‘‘Homesick in Heaven, too long 
to quote, but movingly pathetic. There is 
also the “ Last Leaf,” combining delicate 
pathos and mirth, which follows:

BILL BEFORE LEGISLATURE. 


State Representative to Reintroduce 
Measure, Oculist Talks. 


Like an echo of the sentiment of indigna- 
tion against extravagances of present day 
feminine headgear and appurtenances which 
was voiced in Illinois last spring comes the 
news from Paris that long, sharp hatpins and 
broad brimmed \hats have wrought such 
havoc abroad as to rouse the French police 
to action. 

Sword shaped hatpins, thirty inches long, 
and pins of other up to date design and length 
have been responsible for several accidents 
in the fashion center of the world. A shop 
girl was almost stabbed to death by one of 
these deadly ornaments ina bargain counter 
rush. A young and promising engineer lost 
an eye when a woman shooed away a fiy 


by bobbing her head, and a baby was killed | 


in a crowd at a railway depot by one of 
the small daggers. The police have recorded 
more than fifty accidents due to these pins 
and now have begun official war against the 
wearers and manufacturers of same. 


Chicagoans Approve Action. 


Chicagoans approved this action by the 
Parisian police, 

Mrs. George C, Hilton, 5457 South Ash- 
land avenue, wife of the representative who 
on April 24 brought a bill up in the legisia- 
ture which was to restrict size of hats and 
length of pine said yesterday: 

“ There were only about half the represen- 
tatives present when my husband brought up 
his bill, but they all.seemed to favor it. It 
was not put to a vote then, but he will bring 
it up at the next session. He thinks, and so 
do I, that the long hatpins and broad hats 
are rigiculous and dangerous and should not 
be permitted in public places where crowd- 
ing is liable to result in the loss of sight or 
the perforation of an eardrum.” 

Part of Mr. Hilton's bill reads, “ that it be 
unlawful to make, Sell, or wear a hat more 
than eighteen ffiches across at its widest 
part, or to wear any article of headgear 
which shall have attached to ft a plume, 
feather, aigrette, pin, or other article pro- 
jecting more thang six inches from crowrj of 
said headgear.” 


Oculist Reports Accidents. 

Dr. Earl J. Brown, oculist, with oftices at 
57 Weshington street, said: 

“I have had three hat accidents during 
the last month, one man was stabbed in 
the eye with a hatpin, and the other two 
were injured by being struck with the edge 
of broad brimmed hats. 

“There have been a number of accidents, 
some serious, resulting from the use of long 
pins and broad hats. In an elevator in a 
downtown buliding the other day | saw four 
women get their hats jammed s0 that one 
of them had to remove hers before any of 
them could leave the car.”

Auto Drivers Turn on High Speed 
at Indianapolis Course. 


AVERAGE 78 MILES AN HOUR. 


Ziengal in Chadwick Six Shows Best 


Trial of Practice Spins.

Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 15.—Automobile 
enthusiasts thronged the new motor speed- 
way today to watch the drivers of racing cars 
trying out the course in preparation for the 
races to be held here on Thursday, Friday, 
and Saturday. 

The crowd, sweltering Spon a burning 
sun, sent up a mighty cheer when Ziengal 
hurled a Chadwick Six around the great white 
stone course of two and one-half miles in 2:02, 
an average of 78.74 miles an hour. Ziengal was 
only one of a score of drivers of national repute- 
tion who took advantage of the opportunity to 
open the throttle in the first trial fights. 

John Alken at the wheel of a National Six reg- 
istered the second best time of the day when he 
negotiated the two and one-half miles in 2:06. 
Barney Oldfield guided another National Six 
around the circuit in 2:15, while Herbert Lytle 
drove an Apperson the same distance in 2:22 8-5. 

Walter Christie made his first appearance and 
leaped past the grand stand in the freakish car 
of his own creation known as the Christie VII. 
at ninety miles an hour, but did not attempt to 
maintain that startling speed for the entire dis- 
tance. The Marion, Knox, and Marmon cars all 
turned the course in time slightly better than a 
mile a minute. 

Sixty-five cars already have been entered for 
the races and more are expected before the list 
finally closed on Wednesday. Purses worth ap- 
proximatély $15,000 have been offered. 

Nothing has been overlooked in the building of 
the speedway that would tend to the convenience 
of the public and the contestants. Each entrant 
has been provided with separate garage and a pit 
for each car has been installed at the track side. 
The speedway has its own hospital and ambulance 
service and clubhouses and restaurants. Opposite 
the main grand stand a great indicator has been 
erected. This will show the time being made by 
the drivers. Near this indicator is a three story 
press stand provided with telegraph equipment 
and photographers’ dark rooms. 

In connection with the races there will be held 
an important meeting of the genera] rules com- 
mittee of the Manufacturers’ Contest association. 
Among the matters to be considered are recommen- 
dations as to classification and weights for 1910; 
changes to be recommended to the contest board 
of the American Automobile association; the pos- 
sibility of the support by the Manufacturers’ Con- 
test association of a technical committee for com- 
petitive contests, and the arrangement of a defi- 
nite schedule of racing events for 1910.

Big Yacht Event to Be Re- 
sumed When Six Water 
Speeders Meet Again. 


SPRAY HAS A GOOD LEAD, 


Lucky Victory Gives Cup Chaser 
Comfortable Hold on the 
First Position. 


BY JOHN G. DE LONG. 

The Lipton cup races will be resumed this 
afternoon when the second contest of the 
series is to be called. Owners, skippers, and 
crews of the competing boats spent the day 
yesterday in testing their charges in practice 
spins to determine if everything was all right 
for the resumption of the struggle. 

About the clubhouses the principal topic 
of discussion was Spray’s lucky victory on 
Saturday after I. A. C. apparently had the 
race won. The consensus of opinion seemed 
to be Spray would not have won had it not 
been for the sudden shift in the wind, which 
favored the Price racer and headed I. A. C., 
which up to that time seemed to have the 
contest cinched. On the other hand, the 
crew of Spray and other followers of 
the Chicago Yacht club pride maintain 
the victory was the result of better judgment in 
the use of head sails and the laying of a better 
course from the fifth turn to the finish. 


Spray Has Big Lead. 


Whatever the merits of the discussion on both 
sides may be, the fact remains that Spray has a 
fine start toward possession of the trophy witha 
percentage of 100, and as the boat admittedly is 
one of the fastest ever turned out in the class the 
balance of the fleet will be obliged to do some great 
sailing in order to overcome the lead in the next 
two races. It turned out Fred Price’s luck in win- 
ning the opener—if luck it was—was not confined 
wholly to favorable wind conditions, for Spray 
finished the race with a flaw in its gear that might 
easily have thrown it out of the competition. 

Spray had no more than crossed the finishing 
Hne a winner than a turnbuckle lug on the main 
shroud broke and meade it necessary to tow the 
victorious yacht into the harbor. If the lug had 
let go during the race the mast probably would 
have been carried away. Yesterday Abe Burrell 
provided a new part to replace the broken one and 
Spray today will be no more the worse for the ac- 
cident. 


Congratulations for Winship. 


Chairman Horace R. Winship of the regatta com- 
mittee was being congratulated upon all sides for 
the successful manner in which the series has 
started. The only discordant note that has been 
sounded so far was a protest filed after the finish 
of the race by Charles H. Burras, one of the owners 
of Cherry Circle, of the Chicago Yacht club. In 
his protest Mr. Burras claimed the judges had vio- 
lated the agreement to delay the start if any of 
the entrants could show sufficient reason for such 
action. In making canvas in the harbor Cherry 
Circle broke its throat halliard sheave and mem- 
bers of the crew claim the officials were notified 
of the accident, but refused to allow time in which 
to repair the damage. The protest filed also set 
forth a claim that after Cherry Circle had started 
in the race the judges’ boat crossed its course and 
materially delayed it. . Up to a late hour last 
night the judges had taken no action in the matter.

Large Gains Made in Many Se- 
curities; Trend Still Upward. 


UNION PACIFIC THE LEADER. 


Inside Buying Continues Strong; In- 
terest Rate Advances Here. 


Buoyancy characterized the market for 
stocks during the last week. While Union 
Pacific was the leader, there were large 
gains in other seourities, and the course of 
prices further indicated the intention of the 
large interests to advance quotations. 

There was no new argument for the rise. 
The tariff is out of the way for the time be- 
ing, and money is in satisfactory volume, 
The crop outlook is excellent, business is 
improving in marked strides, and these fac- 
tors furniah the basis for bull enthusiasm. 
It may be expected to continue for some 
time. When the dividend returna on the 
prices paid begin to run counter to the money 
market, then it may be expected that ad- 
vances will halt, except in such special cases 
where righta may be promised. 

Wall street is firm in the belief that E. H. 
Harriman is developing some plan which 
will mean large benefits to the stockholders 
in Union Pacific. This belief rests on the 
charatter of the buying. It is urged that 
the most important interests in the com- 
pany and ite allied friends are doing the buy- 
ing which is advancing the shares. But 
whether any extra financial plans are about 
to mature, it is believed that Union Pacific 
should sell around 225 without further stim- 
ulus than general\ market conditions. The 
better the Harriman management is appre- 
clated the larger will be the volume of buy- 
ing and the greater the degree of confidence 
in the stéck. 


; Money Markets Firm. 

The money markets are firming up. In 
Chicago there has been an advance of % per 
cent In rates. Four and a half per cent for 
commercial loans is now as nearly the min- 
imum as four per cent was a short time ago. 
The New York market has grown firmer and 
the movements of currency indicate a draw- 
ing down of balances by western institutfons. 

As yet, no one has predicted a stringency in 
the coming autumn, but the belief is growing 
stronger that money will be close. Neces- 
sarily, this will follow improved demand on 
the part of mercantile borrowers. In the 
meantime, the surplus reserve of the New 
York banks is gradually working lower. The 
bank statement on Saturday showed a de- 
crease of $2,616,375 in the excess reserve. The 
figures, however, had no material influence 
on the share list.
